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OBSERVATIONS ON 


by E.B. Banning and LA. Pavlish 


A mong those interested in 

numismatics there has long been 
confusion and misunderstanding 
surrounding items thought to be '^odd 
and curious monies." Whether or not 
such items were money in the first place 
was often open to debate, and the 
descriptions of the way such monies 
operated in society were often 
confusing, the terminology applicable 
in one system not often appropriate to 
another. While anthropologists over the 
years have attempted to clarify this 
question of primitive money and its 
operation in society, most of this 
information is in sources that would 
seem obscure to the numismatist. The 
purpose of this paper is to make some of 
this information and its sources 
available to the numismatist. If we also 
alter the reader's conception of 
primitive money to some extent, then 
we will consider our efforts amply 
rewarded. 

Do you recall ever having seen a film 
starring Burt Lancaster called His 
Majesty O'Keefel The story, set on the 
island of Yap in the South Pacific during 
the nineteenth century, is about a sea 
captain attempting to convince the

islanders to harvest valuable copra 
(dried coconut meat which when 
pressed yields coconut oil). He offers 
them a great variety of presents but is 
surprised to find that the only items 
they seem to value are rounded pieces of 
stone with central holes. The 
entrepreneurial Captain O'Keefe 
decides to obtain his own supply of 
central holed stones with which to 
obtain the Yap Islander's copra. While 
the islanders had to make a dangerous 
journey to the Palau Islands, some 300 
miles away, on rafts to procure the 
stones, the captain merely takes some 
of the islanders with him on his ship to 
the Palau quarries, uses explosives and 
modem tools to facilitate quarrying, 
and transports the finished stones back 
to Yap. It takes the good captain over an 
hour of film time to finally realize that 
fei (as the stones are called) collected

value in Yap society and that his 
'"counterfeit" stone exchange pieces are 
of little value. 

Numismatics has its own Captain 
O'Keefes who misunderstand the 
nature of primitive monies. There has 
been an overwhelming tendency on the 
one hand to equate such monies with 
money of modern developed countries 
of the world, and on the other to 
circulate romantic stories about 
supposed primitive coins. 

When one thinks of money in the 
modem sense, one considers the way in 
which it operates in a commercial 
system, i.e., an exchange facilitating 
market transactions. To this end, it has 
the qualities of non-perishability, 
divisibility, limited quantity, and 
anonymity; the ability to act as a store 
of value or a standard of deferred 
payment; and with extended use, the 
ability to engender the abstract concept 
of value-units.^ What is not 
immediately obvious is that money can 
also be put to non-commercial 
purposes, among which are the 
payment of fines and taxes to 
governments (redistributive 
transactions), and gift giving (reciprocal 
transactions). 2 We do not differentiate 
between commercial, redistributive 
and reciprocal exchanges in our use of 
money. The same money is used in 
every case, and we tend to assume that 
all other societies follow the same 
practice. Primitive societies, however, 
not only differentiate between these 
monetary spheres, but also make more 
frequent use of non-commercial ones.^ 
Of course, there are objects in our own 
economy which satisfy many of the 
qualities listed above without being 
recognized as true money. Items such as 
stocks, bonds and jewelry are "capable 


of one or two monetary uses, but not the 
full range which distinguishes dollars, 
and particularly not the medium of 
(commercial) exchange use of dollars. 
Many primitive monies are more 
analogous to these types of 
"limited-purpose monies,"^ than to 
those represented by paper notes and 
coins. 

Thus, the characteristics that one 
might attach to primitive money are 
present in our own society today. Yet 
because in our own society we have no 
difficulty separating these items of 
wealth from the more symbolic items of 
"money," we have developed an 
arrogant attitude towards affixing the 
label "money" to items in societies of 
which we have little or no familiarity. 

One can attribute the imposition of 
the "civilized" concept of money on 
primitive cultures as one of the 
manifestations of centuries of 
interference from missionaries and 
traders, and of the more recent work of 
early anthropologists. These groups, 
with their vested interests in relating to 
primitive cultures around the world, 
interpreted the behavior and 
institutions they observed in terms of 
their own cultural beliefs. They had no 
trouble finding extant "western-like" or 
"eastem-like" institutions, including 
both religious and economic ones, in 
primitive cultures. These 
interpretations by outside observers, 
however, rarely did more than label the 
institution, leaving the culture's real 
inner workings a total mystery. It is no 
wonder that what they labeled an 
economic transaction using money, 
may have, in fact, been nothing of the 
sort when viewed from the perspective 
of the cultural beliefs that operated 
within that primitive society. 
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he state of confusion caused by 
our ethnocentricities is 
reconcilable if one just assumes 
that items in both modem and 
primitive societies can have a label 
fixed to them determining them to be 
either money or not money depending 
upon the circumstances. Particularly in 
pre-industrial societies money and 
commodity can be one and the same; 
only its implementation in a 
transaction determines whether it will 
be designated money or not. For 
example, if an article of food is accepted 
in an act of exchange then that article 
must be deemed a commodity; if it is 
kept with the idea of future transactions 
it must be deemed money.^ One can 
easily appreciate the eloquence of such 
a system in societies with poorly 
developed commerce where there is a 
great advantage in having a currency 
that can revert to being a commodity. 
Admittedly, however, such an 
explanation would not apply to all 
primitive monies. While salt, gold, kola 
nuts and yams may be used as 
commodities and thus removed from 
the primitive culture's "cash-nexus," 
the same cannot be said of items like the 
ones that Captain O'Keefe so dutifully 
and to no avail accquired.”^ Items like 
Yap stone rings cannot be placed in a 
pure commodity category. Nor, on close 
scrutiny, do they seem to fulfill the 
criterion for money in the general sense 
of the term because they are objects that 


arc culture-specific, accruing their 
value and exchangeability from the 
mores of the societal complex within 
which they are found. Exchange is 
possible with them, but only if one 
knows and obeys the cultural rules their 
value is dependent on. Such 
socio-specific monies are common in 
many parts of the world. 

Today's numismatist may 
legitimately collect knives, feathers, 
buttons, shells, spears, keys, fish hooks 
. . . the list is endless, but in fact, they all 
have value not unlike stocks and bonds. 
It would, however, be incorrect to place 
the same concept of value on these 
items of transaction when considering 
their role as a vehicle of exchange in 
their respective cultures. 

The matter of a commodity becoming 
a type of primitive money or vice versa 
and the valuation of that commodity or 
money within a specific culture can 
best be understood by examining 
several examples and the cultures 
which produced them. Through the use 
of historical, ethnographic, 
anthropological, and archaeological 
data, the primary objective of this study 
is to clearly demonstrate the value of 
developing a new perspective on the 
manner in which various cultures 
experiment in unique ways with 
primitive money to satisfy their 
individual societal needs. This 
perspective provides the numismatist 
with a model for reexamining many 
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varieties of ''primitive money" apart 
from traditional modem economic 
interpretations by which they have so 
often been defined. 

To accomplish this objective, five 
examples of primitive money 
utilization are examined. They are: the 
original interpretation of Rossel Island 
shell money and subsequent 
reevaluations; the copper taus of the 
American Northwest Coast Indians and 
their function as a store of value; the 
extensive use of the cowry shell as a 
form of money with varying valuations,- 
the money-like cloth goods utilized by 
the Inca State as a cornerstone of their 
redistributive economic system; and, 
finally, the complex exchange network 
of Tikopia society and the influence of 
western valuation systems on its 
indigenous economy. 

Each of these examples poses unique 
problems for the understanding of 
primitive money and, upon 
examination, provides insight into the 
interpretation of their socio-specific 
uses. 

ROSSEL ISLAND* MONEY 

One example of the confusion that 
surrounds primitive money can be 
gleaned by examining the now classic 
1924 article written by W.E. Armstrong 
on Rossel Island money. ^ In his study, 
Armstrong attributed qualities to this 
exchangeable shell good that are similar 
to modem all-purpose money, implying 
that it had standard values, that it was 
exchangeable for goods and services on 
an open market, and that it was 
denominational and divisable. He 
described the Rossel Island money as 
falling into two groups, ndap oinko (or 
Dap or Ko). The ndap pieces are 
polished pieces of shell 

... a few millimeters thick, with flat or 
slightly curved surfaces, having an area 
varying from 2 to 20 sq. cms., and . . . 
usually roughly triangular (in shape) with 
rounded comers. In colour the coins vary 
from white through shades of orange and 
red, .... The colouration is generally 
uneven .... Every coin is perforated 
within a few millimetres of one of its 


edges and generally at a comer. A single 
coin of Kd {nko) money consists of ten 
discs roughly shaped out of some shell, 
.... The individual discs are not money, 
for a set of ten discs is only exchanged as a 
whole.*®. 

The ndap, the only group of shells that 
Armstrong describes in any detail, were 
divided into twenty- two main "values" 
and three "classes," each distinguished 
by color and quality,** and in the higher 
values, by individual name or 
"pedigree." *2 The numbers of pieces of 
each value in the higher range were 
small enough that individual pieces 
could be recognized and remembered. 

In describing purely physical 
characteristics, Armstrong provides 
usable detail; even though he took the 
step of numbering the pieces 1 to 22 
rather than actually listing their "class 
names," a native of Rossel Island would 
have no difficulty in recognizing his 
monetary system in the description. In 
the workings of the system, however, 
Armstrong, a Western economist, 
departed considerably from the native's 
concept of it, falling into the old trap of 
viewing a shell money exchange system 
as though it was a variant of Western 
economy. 

His first misconception was his 
numbering of the ndap classes from 1 to 
22, and his assumption that these 
classes represented values or 
denominations analogous to our own 
one-, ten-, or twenty-dollar bills. In our 
own system, if one wishes to buy 
something for eight dollars, and has 
only a twenty dollar bill, he may make 
payment with that bill and receive a ten 
dollar bill and two one dollar bills as 
change. On Rossel Island, a transaction 
of this sort would be impossible. While 
Armstrong recognized that a high value 
unit was not "regarded as equivalent to 
so many of the lowest value,"*^ he 
substituted for direct exchangeability 
the idea that "the value of coin x in 
terms of a coin y is expressed by the 
length of timey would have to be let out 
on loan in order that x be 
repayable."*^ This, however, is not the 
way in which the economic system that 
Armstrong observed works. He 
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He attributed the unexplainable inconsistencies in his 
observations to the natives' ''unsystematic thinking," for it 
was outside his economic comprehension to consider the 
possibility that a monetary system might work without the 
modern day characteristics of convertibility and divisibility.

T he convertibility and divisibility 
of currency are concepts that were 
designed to facilitate commercial 
(market) exchange, and it is in assuming 
that Rossel Island money is a medium of 


commercial exchange that Armstrong 
errs in his interpretation. His 
assumption stems from the fact that 
there is no real need in a fully developed 
modem economic system to 
differentiate between transactions 
based on reciprocity, redistribution and 
market exchange because market 
exchange overwhelmingly 
predominates. One can appreciate 
Armstrong's misconception when, for 
instance, he notes that No. ISndap will 
pay for wives or pigs.^^ But, the 
fundamental weakness of such an 
observation is also self evident because

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other highly valued ndap shells were 
used in the arrangement of Rossel Island 
social events. Anthropologist George 
Dalton places this matter in 
perspective: 

... It is about as useful to describe a pig 
feast on Rossel as buying a pig with a No. 
18 ndap as it is to describe marriage in 
America as buying a wife with a wedding 
ring. To describe the pig feast as a market 
purchase one must ignore the social 
requirements of the transaction and the 
folk-view of the event, both of which 
differentiate this redistributive 
transaction from market exchange. 

The reason, then, that two No. 9 ndap 
could not be used instead of a No. 1 8 in a 
transaction is simply that the titles 
"'1 8"' and "9" have no value relationship 
to one another; a No. 1 Sndap is no more 
worth double a No. 9 ndap than a 
wedding ring is worth six Christmas 
cards and two military decorations. 
Each ndap "value'^ is individual, 
created for specific and limited purposes 
and not related to any other's value in 
what a modern economist would 
consider the usual way. Eachndap shell 
could only be used for a specific type of 
transaction so that social events could 
transpire. These transactions do not 
meari that the ndap shell would 
purchase a wife by providing a source of 
bridewealth or buy pigs for a feast; but 
rather, that a particular ndap was a 
symbol that formalized cultural 
activity singular to Rossel Island 
peoples and as such was a special 
purpose or socio-specific money. 

Thus, Rossel Island shell money was 
not a part of a subsistence economy; it 
was not used as a medium of exchange 
in day-to-day transactions for goods and 
services and cannot be related to a 
cash-nexus oriented economic system. 
It was a prestige money with its value 
deriving from the culture of the people 
who created and used it. 

NORTHWEST COAST 
COPPER TAUS 

A misunderstanding concerning the 
function of primitive money similar to 
that of Rossel Island exists with the 


copper plate pieces (taus) used by the 
Indian tribes along the Pacific coast of 
northwestern America from southern 
Alaska to British Columbia and 
Washington — the Kwakiutl and Haida 
being the best known. The traditional 
view taken has been that these pieces 
were a type of general purpose money, a 
view clearly expressed by the American 
fournal of Numismatics over ninety 
years ago. As was the case with 
Armstrong's approach on Rossel Island 
money, the purely physical aspect of 
these copper pieces is described with 
reasonable accuracy: 

. . . These plates vary little in shape, but 
range in size from one and one-half inches 
to three feet in length. They are made of 
pure native copper, which is found on 
Copper River, near the junction of Alaska 
and British Columbia. A piece of virgin 
metal is first heated and then hammered 
out, between two stones, until it is 
reduced to a plate of the required 
thickness, when it is cut into the 
conventional hatchet-head form. The 
majority of these pieces are ornamented 
with a T-shaped groove, which is formed 
in this wise: Some hard metal (probably 
copper) made in the form of a T, is laid on 
a smooth stone. The sheet of copper is 
then heated, until soft enough to bend, 
and being laid over this T, is hammered 
until it takes the form of the T, being 
raised on one side and grooved on the 
other. Many of these coppers are painted 
and engraved with symbolic or totemic 
devices.''^’ 

With regards to the workings of the 
Northwest Coast economic system, 
however, the AfN report makes the 
same assumptions as did Armstrong. It 
is claimed that the coppers' values 
varied according to size, "one of two feet 
long representing about $500.00" or 
"fifty native three-cornered 
blankets,"'® The report makes no 
mention of the role of coppers in the 
Northwest Coast economy, an 
economy most unusual to the modem 
perspective. These Indians devised a 
form of reciprocal exchange which 
succeeded both in preventing 
accumulation of wealth by individuals 
and in providing an insurance policy 
against years of food scarcity. 
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Reciprocal exchange was the only viable survival alternative 
open to the Northwest Coast Indians because it provided a 
reliable insurance policy against starvation.

The Kwakiutl, Haida and other 
Amerindians of the Northwest Coast 
found abundant food in most years in 
the form of salmon, waterfowl, 
sturgeons, sea lions, whales, and 
berries. During those years, however, 
occurring at twelve to eighteen year 
intervals when environmental 
conditions were such that drought, poor 
fish runs, or high seas would cause 
famine among certain groups, the 
ability to receive food through 
reciprocal agreement from neighboring 
groups who were not experiencing 
shortages was crucial to survival. In 
principle, one might consider storage 
the most practical alternative to the 
acquisition of food by reciprocal 
transaction; but such a concept fails to 
consider the limited labor pool available 
for storing food and, more importantly, 
the relatively short ''shelf life" of such 
items as berries and fish. 


R eciprocal exchange was the only 
viable survival alternative open to 
the Northwest Coast Indians 
because it provided a reliable insurance 
policy against starvation. Thus, one 
group, through its chief, always had the 
option of taking surplus food to another 
group (probably related through 
kinship) who had a scarcity of food, and 
receiving in exchange a valuable gift 
like a copper plate piece. At some later 
time when the surplus food was 
returned, the representative of the 
original food lending group would 
return the gift. In this manner the 
exchange of surplus food for objects 
made it possible in principle to store a 
food surplus indefinitely. If a group 
accumulated a great surplus of food and 
valuable goods, then they could convert 
these items into prestige by giving a 
potlatch, a feast at which large 
quantities of food and valuable objects

would be given to invited guests from 
other tribes. Such action, while 
conferring prestige on the giver, also 
engendered an obligation on the 
receivers to reciprocate at a future time 
with a potlatch of their own.^o 
Exchanges of gifts of wealth for food 
or prestige might seem to the modern 
economist to be the equivalent of 
market exchange, i.e., one could ''buy'' 
food with copper taus, blankets and 
shells. But, in practice 

. . . items of wealth" (blankets, canoes, 
hide shirts, etc.) did not constitute 
all-purpose money. As in several other 
parts of the world, there were restrictions 
on the occasions when wealth items 
could properly change hands .... giving 
was certainly more honorable than 
selling. [After the coming of foreign 
traders] the areas where commercial 
transactions were most open and 
honorable seem to have been the north 
and, most especially, the lower 
Columbia. But even here commerce was 
not wholly free for it is reported that 
chiefs [lineage head?] held monopolies 
over trade in their territories. 

Although coppers may occasionally 
have been used in commercial 
transactions, their use as such could not

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be publicized because '"treasure items" 
were theoretically and ideally part of a 
prestige economy, probably only being 
used for food during times of shortage. 
Their prestige value is evident even in 
the old AIN account, which states that 
. . . when a wealthy Indian dies, it is 
customary to carve the number of coppers 
he accumulated during life on his 
mortuary column, and, in some 
instances, the pieces themselves are 
nailed to the grave posts. 

General purpose money could never be 
safely displayed in this manner. 

Phares O. Sigler has studied the 
Northwest Coast copper taus from a 
joint anthropological-numismatic 
point of view. He discusses the problem 
of "whether (or not) the copper plates 
. . . were actually primitive money" and 
compares them with other presumed 
primitive currencies of the Northwest 
Coast and of the South Sea Islands. He 
concludes his study by stating that 
"there exists an abundance of 
misinformation" concerning primitive 
money. 2*5 

COWRY SHELL MONEY 

One of the most common objects of 
numismatic curiosity to be considered 
among primitive monies is the cowry 
shell. The shell itself is the protective 
exoskeleton of two species (moneta and 
annulus) belonging to the family 
Cypraea which grow in the warm 
shallow waters of the South Pacific and 
Indian Oceans. Its porcelain-Iike 
quality, small but constant size, and 
relative scarcity no doubt contributed 
to its use as a primitive exchange 
currency. 

Disagreement exists among scholars 
as to when the first cowries were 
imported to China. Some attribute the 
beginning of their circulation prior to 
2350 B.C. based on old Chinese 
inscriptions itemizing the spoils of 
war, while others suggest that they 
were in use during the Shang Dynasty in 
the second half of the second 
millennium B.C.^^ Most scholars agree 
that these shells were collected 
primarily in the Maidive Islands in the 


Thus it can be argued that the 
fundamental value system 
during the Shang dynasty was 
based on the cowry shell. 


Indian Ocean,- shipped to the main 
cultural and economic centers of 
Ancient China; and that acquisition, 
shipment, and final distribution of 
these shells was probably controlled 
exclusively by governments of the time. 
The advantages of having a monopoly 
over such an item are obvious, for the 
cowries were rare, valuable and above 
all possessed qualities that were beyond 
the capability of the most able of 
counterfeiters. 

Though the details of their day-to-day 
function in Ancient China have been 
lost to history, their extreme value 
cannot be questioned. One of the 214 
basic radicals of the Shang dynasty 
lexicon was pei ( g ) meaning cowry 
shell. "Of the 84 characters . . . listed 
with pei ( S ) as the radical ... 56 are 
related to physical or monetary values, 
16 to moral values, 5 to social values 
and only 6 do not denote a special 
value." Thus, it can be argued that the 
fundamental value system during the 
Shang dynasty was based on the cowry 
shell. In addition to the genuine cowrie 
shells, which were often strung on 
strings for exchange purposes, copies 
were made from wood, bone, 
semi-precious stones, shell and metal. 
This fact, combined with the 
succeeding Chang dynasty's use of 
coins that look like miniature cowries 
(ant nose coins), strongly supports the 
supposition that great value was 
imparted to the cowry shell in Ancient 
China. 2^. 

n more recent times the cowry 
became part of a market exchange in 
lands closer to its source area. 
Whether the cowry's use in India and 
Southeast Asia during the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries was just a 
vestigial aftermath of the once thriving 
Chinese market cannot be determined; 
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Cowrie shells have been used for over three 
millennia as a store of value and as a 
vehicle to facilitate transactions. From 
their origins in the warm shallow seas of 
the Indian Ocean (Maidive Islands), they 
were carried in ancient times as far as 
China, Egypt, Mesopotamia (Niniveh) and 
Asia Minor (Troy). Undoubtedly the shells 
had a value accruing from their size 
uniformity, scarcity and 
non -counterfeit ability. It would, however, 
be incorrect to assume that these shells 
had a similar economic role to play in the 
many different cultures that employed 
them throughout history. An 
understanding of the economic role of 
cowrie shells cannot be considered apart 
from the individual culture that used 
them.

but the decreased value of the cowry and 
its use in exchange can be ascertained.^® 
Even early European travellers' 
accounts of the Far East recognized that 
cowries did not circulate as ordinary 
coins, Simon de la Loubete in his book 
The Kingdom of Siam provides insight 
into the use of the cowrie in 1692: 

. . . the base Coin at Siam is no other than 
those little Shells . . . which I have 
likewise given the size and figure. The 
Europeans which are at Siam do call them 
Coris, and the Siamese Bia. They fish 
them up abundantly at the Maldives 
Islands . . . Tis not easie to say how far 
the use of this money extends it self. It is 
current throughout India, and almost 
over all coasts of Africk; and some have 
informed me that it is even received in 
some places of Hungary: but I can hardly 
believe it, by reason I see it not worth the 
trouble to carry it thither. It breaks much 
in use; and as there is less of it, it is more 
worth in respect to Silver Money; and 


likewise it lowers its price when there 
arrives any considerable cargo by any 
Ship: for it is a kind of merchandise 
[authors' emphasis]. The ordinary price at 
Siam is that a Fouan , or an eighth part of a 
fical, is worth eight hundred Coris, or that 
7 or 800 Coris are hardly worth a Penny. 
[authors' emphasis] The lowness of 
Money being a certain sign of a good 
market, or rather the cheapness of 
Commodities. 

In addition to explaining their use as a 
low value merchandise, de la Loubeire 
also describes its use as a standard of 
measure: 

. . . The Coco serves as a Measure for 
Grain and Liquors in this manner. As all 
of the Coco's are naturally unequal, they 
measure the capacity thereof by those 
little Shells called Coris which serve for 
small Money at Siam, and which are not 
sensibly greater one than the other. There 
is therefore such a Coco which contains a 
thousand Coris, as some have informed 
me, such an one which contains five 
hundred, and such another more or less. 
To measure Com they have a kind of 
Bushel, called Sat in the Siamese, which 
is made only with interlac'd Bambou; and 
to measure Liquors, they have a^itcher 
called Canan in Siamese, Choup in 
Portugues; and it is according to these 
sorts of Measures, that they make their 
Markets. But for want of Policy, and a 
Standard, according to which the 
measure should legally be regulated, the 
Buyer accepts them only after having 
measur'd them with his Coco, the 
Capacity of which he knows by the 
Coris."32 

rom the anthropological point of 
view cowry shells are a very 
different sort of primitive money 
than that of Rossel Island or the 
Northwest Coast, but they are still not 
comparable to coinage. Simon de la 
Loub^re describes them as being 
involved in market exchange as a "base 
Coin" and circulating as a "kind of 
Merchandise." It is conceivable, 
therefore, that cowry shells could be 
ranked with commodities such as: 
metal bullion common in many ancient 
and modem societies, salt as it was used 
in ancient Roman and medieval Islamic 
societies, cocoa beans and cloth as they 
were employed respectively by Aztec

and Inca societies, or grain or food items 
as they are utilized in many 
non-industrialized societies even today. 
While all of these items can make 
convenient commercial exchange, 
being easily divisible by weight, there is 
an important difference between them 
and cowry shells which can be similarly 
divided by either weight or number. 
Metals, part of a prestige economy in 
the past, are of course indispensible for 
technology today. Salt, grain and beans 
etc. are necessities in those societies 
that use them as a commodity. The 
same cannot be said of the cowry shell 
apart from its ancient Chinese progeny. 
Its value must accrue from the fact that 
it is durable (barring human 
intervention), difficult to acquire, novel 
in landlocked communities, impossible 
to counterfeit, and useful in the 
standardization of weights and 
measures. 

These virtues, among others, 
permitted the cowry shell to fit a 
modem concept of money. In addition, 
the cowry's potential was enhanced by 
its characteristics of portability, and 
where it was given a low value, 
divisibility. Its anonymity was 
guaranteed wherever it was present in 
large quantities, and it could act as a 
store of value, although often a 
fluctuating one. In several aspects, 
however, the cowry shell was 
fundamentally different in its 
documented historical use. By virtue of 
the fact that its quantity could not 
easily be officially controlled, its value 
was subject to fluctuations caused by 
incidence of shell importation. And 
while "dollars" are both a medium and a 
basic economic unit of value, cowries 
are a medium only whose value is 
expressed in terms of other units (e.g., 
the exchange rate in Siam was one 
fouan for seven or eight hundred 
cowries). 

The cowry then is a type of limited 
purpose money which possesses many 
of the qualities of commercial money, 
but should not be interpreted apart from 
the culture that utilized it if a 


meaningful interpretation is to be 
gained. 

THE INCA STATE 

Textiles in the Inca State were highly 
valued prestige objects which played an 
integral role in the collection of tax 
revenues, and through redistribution, 
the maintenance of political influence. 
There are no other items that can be 
attributed as primitive money in the 
Inca State besides textiles, made either 
of cotton which grew in the Pacific 
coastal lowlands of what is present-day 
Chile and Peru, or from wool of the 
llama which lived in the Andean 
highlands. 

The peasantry of the Inca, which was 
organized into labor pools, produced 
more goods and services than were 
needed for the society's subsistence, a 
surplus largely used to fulfill tax 
obligations. These tax obligations to the 
state were expressed in terms of labor 
services called mitta. Mitta was 
nothing more than a block of time 
during which the products of labor were 
given to the state in return for 
protection in the event of war, famine or 
pestilence; for services such as roads 
and communications; and for the 
general maintenance of the welfare of 
the community through established 
ritual. While some persons would have 
been involved in maintaining the 
physical well-being of the state, the 
great majority were not and their mitta 
had to take other forms. The 
agricultural productivity was so great 
that surplus food storage and that which 
was needed to feed the state officials 
were obtained without difficulty from 
only a portion of the total available 
mitta. It fell to textile production to 
provide the preponderance of the labor 
tax payment to the state. 

K ept in official storehouses 

throughout the Inca State, these 
textiles were used as gifts to 
commemorate important religious, 
civil, and military occasions at the 
local, regional and state level. For the 
general populace, textiles served as a 
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The Inca Topa Yupanqui inspecting his 
treasure houses, where the clerk gives an 
accounting by means of a quipu, or 
record-string of coded knots. Storerooms 
full of valuable textiles were high-priority 
targets in military strategy as their 
preservation or destruction might dictate 
the state of the victor's economy.

"status symbol; or a token of enforced 
citizenship, as burial furniture, bride 
wealth or armistice sealer. 

The early Europeans who 
documented the activities of the local 
Inca weavers noted that two qualities of 
textile were made: one, a cloth 
produced for domestic use which was 
rough, thick and poorly decorated 
(awasqa)} and secondly, a high quality 
fabric which was woven on a different 
loom [kiimpi]. In addition to the use of 
awasqa as the basis of community 
needs, these textiles were used for trade 
and barter. Early Spanish .accounts 
(Inigo Ortiz, 1562) note that 
communities that did not have access to 
cotton fields or llamas used barter to 
obtain them, e.g., potatoes for cotton or 
peppers for wool.^^

Kumpi, used for blankets and special 
clothing, was of a silk-like texture, dyed 
in bright colors and decorated with 
feathers and shell beads. The quality of 
this grade of textile was such that Pedro 
Cieza de Leon commented in 1550 that 
the loss of this art after the invasion by 
the Spanish less than two decades 
before was the equivalent of losing a 
priceless treasure.^^ Pizzaro noted 
during the conquest that the quality of 
the kumpi was far greater than that of 
similar material manufactured by 
European weavers. 

. . The uses to which textiles were put 
by the Andean peasant family should not 
be taken for granted. People do have to 
keep warm at 10,000 feet, and clothes are 
always important psychologically and 
ornamentally, but in the Andes the 
function of cloth went far beyond such 
universals. It emerges as the main 
ceremonial good and, on the personal 
level, the preferred gift, highlighting in 
the life cycle and providing otherwise 
unavailable insights to reciprocal 
relations of kinfold. "^7 
From birth to death, all persons in the 
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Ancient Peruvian grave wrapping in painted and resist-dyed cotton presumably from the 
Chancay Valley central coast region and dating to the Chimu Empire, which immediately 
preceded the Inca (late Intermediate Period, ca. 900-1476). Textiles such as this were 
important stores of wealth as their production required substantial investment of material 
and labor. The geometric decoration includes stylized monkeys and pelicans and is colored 
in blue, orange and several browns, royal Ontario museum, Toronto 


Inca lands practiced this custom of gift 
giving of textiles. 

One can appreciate the value attached 
to cloth when one considers that a 
single mummy's shroud might exceed 
300 square yards and require for its 
making the labor of harvesting, 
processing, spinning and weaving of 
cotton from an artifically-watered two 
acre field. 

In spite of the constant consumption 
of cloth goods, surpluses continued to 
build up in state warehouses. At the 


. . . it is noteworthy that they

time of the Spanish invasion in 1532, 
Pizzaro noted that "I could not say 
about the warehouses I saw, of cloth and 
all kinds of garments which were made 
and used in this kingdom, as there was 
no time to see it, nor sense to 
understand so many things. 

The cloth provided to the state by the 
mitta was used to maintain the army, 
royal lineages and the state church. 
Some measure of textile value can be 
gauged from the priority it was given in 
times of war. At the time of the 
conquest, the Inca adopted a scorched 
earth policy; it is noteworthy that they 
considered the burning of the cloth in 
storehouses of primary importance, 
often so important that this activity 
would be carried out even though many 
prisoners and animals were left 
unscathed and at the disposal of the 
advancing Spanish army.'^® Further 
evidence can be seen in Inca mythology 
in which Pirwa, the legendary human 
who had been sent by the Creator "to 
guard the Inca dynasty" is recorded to 
have stood watch over the clothes, 
"treasures" and warehouses in that 
order.^^ 
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The socio-cultural importance of 
cloth is unquestionable in the Inca 
State. 

. . . The extraordinary value placed on 
cloth by Andean cultures and the 
existence of class differences allowed the 
manipulative use of this commodity in a 
variety of political and social contexts. 
This '"manipulative use" is for all 
intents and purposes similar to 
limited-purpose or socio-specific 
money. 

Cloth, in a whole range of qualities, 
was the replacement for a cash-nexus in 
the Inca State. While it may not be 
possible over 400 years after the fact for 
the numismatist to reconstruct with 
accuracy the general details of the Inca 
economic experiment, let alone the 
individual values placed on its various 
qualities, or the many modes of 
transaction in which it was employed, 
one may certainly appreciate its key 
importance in the survival and 
maintenance of the Inca State. That 
importance is culture specific. In other 
words, while fabric today may have a 
dollar and cents market value, it would 
be impossible to ascertain what that 
value was in terms of the 16th century 
Inca State. 

THE ECONOMY OF 
TIKOPIA: 

The confusion that is often associated 
with any attempt to understand 
primitive money is again clearly seen in 
an examination of the primitive 
economy of Polynesian Tikopia.^^ This 
small atoll in the South Seas had a 
population of approximately 1200 when 
it was visited in 1928-29 by the 
anthropologist Raymond Firth.^^ Firth 
studied the economic subsystem of the 
island's people and concluded that 
Tikopia economics were imbedded in 
the culture's fabric and most easily 
discemable in ritual acts. He also noted 
that ritual action was the key to 
direction, control, distribution and 
consumption of goods,- that it provided 
an ordered outlook on the world; that it 
provided social rank in the cultural 
system; and that it was influential in 


the making of general policy decisions 
of Tikopia society. 

A lthough lacking the money 

market of a modem society in 
Tikopia, Firth found that there 
existed a constant supply of goods and 
services in the community. However, 
there were no set places for transactions 
to transpire; rather they occurred on an 
individual basis throughout the 
community as the need arose, and 
involved no money (in the modern 
sense of the word). Labor was the chief 
resource in the Tikopia market. It 
served as the basis for general 
production activity which was divided 
on the principles of sex, age, specialist 
skill, and above all rank. Labor 
decisions were made on three levels: 
policymaking (chiefs), management 
(family head) and operational 
(everyone). It is important to point out 
that a "wage" payment even in the most 
liberal sense of the term (e.g., goods) 
need not have been involved at any of 
these levels. 

Perhaps the Tikopia entrepreneur (a 
person of rank and/or means) best 
demonstrated the markings of that 
island's "nonwestern" money. An 
entrepreneur was a person who gathered 
a group of laborers for a production 
activity which he had organized. He 
paid in kind or incurred social debt to 
those who assisted him. The activity 
initiated by an entrepreneur may have 
had social or religious overtones in 
addition to economic ones, and 
produced in most cases a redistributable 
capital good. The actual redistribution 
of capital food goods was directly 
dictated by ritual actions prescribed by 
social law. In addition, however, other 
capital goods such as canoes, Pandanus 
mats, sinnet and bark cloth may have

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while it is unlikely that West African manillas have anything to do with the European 
Bronze Age (see Quiggin, pp. 89-91), it is possible that foreign contact influenced the way in 
which they were exchanged, fust as Firth was able to impose exchange values on Tikopian 
fish hooks, exchange rates for manillas may date only from the time of Portuguese and 
Spanish slave traders. If the values given by Quiggin for manillas really have so recent an 
origin, we may still know nothing about the way they operated in the pre-contact indigenous

been produced under the aegis of the 
entrepreneur for use and distribution in 
the Tikopia exchange system. 

Raymond Firth found two modes of 
distribution for goods, one based on the 
products of a cooperative effort and one 
which occurred as a result of an 
individual's labors, be it specialized or 
generalized. The food goods that a 
person received in the distribution 
process were payment for services, be 
they labor, capital goods "rented" out, 
or non-labor ritual and social services 
(funerals and initiations). As such, they 
might be considered a kind of primitive 
money that could be converted at will 
into a consumable good. Other material 
goods might also be classed as a 
socio-specific and limited purpose 
money (e.g., bark cloth, Pandanus mats, 
etc.) as they could be received as a 
payment for another's incurred 
obligation resultant from a past 
exchange. It must be stressed and 


reiterated that the Tikopia "money" 
cannot be compared or valued in a 
substantive way by modem standards. 
The reciprocation (exchange) of goods 
and services took place in 
non-ceremonial situations in an 
unsystematic manner and in 
ceremonial situations (such as 
weddings and funerals) in a systematic 
manner with very definite prescribed 
mles. 

Generally speaking, there were three 
series of exchanges in Tikopia: food; 
payment for special goods and services, 
e.g., timber for bark cloth; and special, 
little traded utilitarian goods, such as 
fish hooks and knives. In many 
instances the term primitive money 
may apply to the item used in these 
transactions. However, it is not 
altogether obvious what defines the 
source of value for Tikopia primitive 
money. It is not ease of transport of the 
goods, the amount of work in 
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production, or the quantity of the article 
or articles. The value of the goods in 
Tikopia would seem to have been 
determined solely by the cultural 
setting of the exchange. A hierarchy of 
value did exist for traded goods and 
depended upon the prestige position of 
the initiator of the transaction. Thus, a 
chief's goods had greater value than the 
goods of a household head, and the 
household head's goods had greater 
value than those of a non-status 
individual in the community. In 
addition, the utilitarian qualities of a 
good may have imparted to it some 
value, as with the case of canoes and fish 
hooks, for example. 

These observations on various goods 
that seem to be likely candidates for 
classification as primitive money in 
Tikopia appear on the surface to be 
rather straightforward, and, indeed, 
they may very well be when one 
considers only the indigenous societal 
structure. The matter becomes less 
obvious when a culture contact 
situation is considered, because 
monetary exchange rates between 
native articles and foreign articles can 
then be established. 

T he establishment of an exchange 
rate has implications for the 
numismatist's understanding of 
primitive money. While in the Tikopia 
reciprocal trading system there is no 
method by which goods can be valued in 
reference to a common denominator, 
status and utility providing only a rough 
comparative scale, the exchange of 
foreign trade goods for native craft goods 
provides such a common denominator. 
The foreign trade goods have a value on 
the cash-nexus oriented market from 
whence they came. Thus, these items 
when traded can be used to establish a 
cash value for the native good. Firth 
notes that clam shell adze blades could 
be acquired for one European fish hook, 
arrows for four fish hooks, a bark cloth 
beater for 7-9 fish hooks and a wooden 
shark hook for 1 1-20 fish hooks. A bark 
cloth sheet could be acquired for two 
pipes and five fish hooks, a spear for 
nine strings of small beads or one 


fathom of white calico, a bowl and spear 
for an axe, and a wooden turmeric 
baking cylinder for one 12-inch or 
14-inch knife. Therefore, Firth was able 
to establish a rough value for Tikopia's 
goods.^^ However, he notes: 

... my position as a monopolist 
controlling a limited supply of goods to 
them [people of TikopiaJ of great utility 
enabled me to dictate to some extent the 
initial rates of exchange ... in practice 
the Tikopia themselves had a 
considerable say in determining 
comparative rates .... From my side I 
tended to base my offers on what I had 
paid myself for the various kinds of goods 
in the first place. But, I soon found that 
though there was some correspondence 
between the original money prices I had 
paid and the rating of the things in 
Tikopia eyes, there were some types of 
objects where this did not apply at all. A 
clay pipe costing rather less than one 
penny was about equivalent to a half a 
dozen fish-hooks costing the same. But a 
sheath knife, sheath, and belt for which I 
had paid 6s. 3d., for instance, being 
smaller, was less valuable to the Tikopia 
than a 12-inch knife for which I paid 3s. 
6d.; and a cotton belt costing Is. 6d. was 
worth very little more than a clay pipe of 
about one- twentieth its money value. 

Thus, in the early contact situation, 
trade is established with an outside 
agent and incoming goods have a value 
based on cash in the agent's economic 
system and utility in the primitive one. 
While at the outset the agent may 
control early trading exchange rates, the 
native culture soon develops a sense of 
value based on the exchanges they 
consider to be beneficial. Therefore, a 
fish hook develops a value that can be 
understood in terms of a cash quantity 
and its exchangeability can be used to 
evaluate transactions of a culture in 
which forms of exchange have 
heretofore been institutionalized. 

The matter of fish hook money 
becomes more difficult to interpret 
when one considers the valuation of 
indigenously made fish hooks. There 
have been six classes of fish hooks 
delineated in the Oceania region 
varying in size, material, design and 
difficulty of manufacture depending

upon the kind of fish being sought/”^ 
These classes of hooks have at times 
been treated denominationally by both 
ethnologists and numismatists. The 
comparison between currency and 
various classes of hooks, however, is 
invalid when one knows the rationale 
for hook morphology variance. That the 
hooks themselves may have had a 
culture specific value of differing 
degrees is not surprising considering 
their varying quality of workmanship, 
use and size. However, is not logical to 
assume that because they were traded 
by peoples, they were a form of money. 
This is particularly evident when one 
considers that their barter potential 
would be more obvious and acceptable 
within a native culture of Oceania. This 
culture specific valuation of a fish hook 
must be kept separate from decimal 
currency valuations like those offered 
by Firth (e.g., a wooden shark hook 
equal to from 11 to 20 metal fish hooks) 
and much more importantly, 
denominational assignations. 

The value of a fish hook can be placed 
in better perspective when one 
considers that throughout Oceania only 
two viable sources of flesh exist — fish 
and pigs. While the growing of pigs is 
simply a matter of husbandry, the 
catching of fish, which are in principle 
present in inexhaustible quantities, 
requires that the islanders possess 
numerous specialized skills. 
Undoubtedly, the accumulated 
knowledge and skills of countless 
generations resulted in the design of 
fish-specific hooks made from a wide 
variety of raw materials including 
wood, bone, or shell (animal or fish). 
The most specialized hooks were 
developed for such fish as the shark, the 
purgative fish {Ruvettus pertiosus], and 
Bonito. The shark hook was the largest, 
being barbed and measuring anywhere 
from one to one and one-half feet in 
length. It is understandable how such a 
tool might become highly valued by 
fishermen. These hooks often had a long 
history of success and carried the teeth 
marks of past catches as a proof of their 
worth. The Ruvettus hook, though 
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developing an understanding 
oi a primitive money, must 
also be an archaeologist, 
ethnographer, social 
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smaller than the shark hook in length 
(7-10 inches), was very highly valued 
not only because of the skill that went 
into its design and manufacture, but 
also because the Ruvettus was highly 
prized for its medicinal value. Other 
smaller hooks, including the feather 
hooks used to catch bonito, were also 
accorded cultural valuations in keeping 
with their utility. 

One can easily envision the foreign 
observer with little or no understanding 
of Oceaniac societies in general and 
Tikopia in particular, but some 
understanding of modern economics 
and trading economies, imparting a 
value based on monetary measurement 
to the various goods exchanged in that 
culture. And if such an observer were to 
publish his observations, it is not 
unlikely that they would be treated as a 
factual account, leading to a basic 
misunderstanding of the workings of 
Tikopia economics and their valuation 
system. 

P rimitive money simply cannot be 
understood apart from its cultural 
setting. In order to properly 
interpret its role it is necessary to 
ascertain the level of cultural isolation 
that the users experienced, be it 
involuntary (e.g., geographical) or taboo 
boundary maintained, and in the case of 
the latter, what cross-culture exposure 
exists with others of a similar or more 
advanced socio-economic level. 

And these factors may change in a 
particular culture through time. One 
can see how the cowry shell changed its 
meaning and value from place to place 
throughout its long history. One can 
also appreciate how other kinds of 
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primitive money used in a wide variety 
of ways have been subject to 
misinterpretation by an outside 
observer because of the simple 
application of that observer's own 
economic values. 

The numismatist, in developing an 
understanding of a primitive money, 
must also be an archaeologist, 
ethnographer, social anthropologist, 
historian and economist if he is to 
render a meaningful interpretation of 
that money's working in its natural 
context. When studying primitive 
monies one should hold fast to the 
fundamental precept that what is being 
examined are cultural experiments in 
economic and social exchange. 

These cultural experiments are still 
with us today though they take on more 
refined facades (e.g., Keynesian vs. 
classical economics). Regardless of the 
scale of complexity of the 
experimenting society, be it tribe, 
chiefdom, kingdom, or empire, a great 


number of socio-culturally defined 
needs and traditions bring a particular 
money type into use. In interpreting 
primitive money and its use, the 
numismatist must look at the heritage 
which created this form of exchange. 

It is not a simple task for the 
numismatist to view objectively the 
economic and social functions of a 
culture whose basic values may differ 
radically from the perspective with 
which he sees the world. But to the 
successful in this endeavor comes real 
insight into the function of primitive 
economies, and, perhaps even more 
importantly, a deeper understanding of 
their own current system of monetary 
exchange and the cultural history from 
which it evolved.

Auction Catalogue

O NE OF THE SPECIAL PLEASURES to be found in collecting and perusing old 
numismatic auction catalogues comes from the interesting historical 
revelations an old catalogue can offer. It brings a great deal of character to a 
catalogue when the prices realized have been written in by a numismatist 
attending the sale, and even more distinction if the catalogue's previous owner 
has boldly added his signature. One can just imagine an old-time numismatist 
examining the lots in some famous sale, making notes in his catalogue to 
correct or expand the descriptions, perhaps pointing out fakes, distinguishing 
restrikes from originals, commenting on the grading, comparing coins to those 
in other sales, or mentioning pedigrees on some of the lots. An old invoice may 
be enclosed in the catalogue, showing which lots from the sale were purchased 
by the catalogue's original owner. Or with greatest luck, maybe the buyer of 
each lot is painstakingly written in next to the descriptions. In these cases, 
such old auction catalogues become historical documents, often holding more 
interest for numismatic bibliophiles than the coins they describe. 

I, myself, recently enjoyed a numismatic adventure that began with the 
discovery of the following invoice found in an old sale catalogue. 


1793 — Chain America Cent, original condition, unworn, sharp, 
evenly centered, obverse and reverse, with much original bril- 
liant red color, no spots or nicks, undoubtedly the finest 
known of this variety $500.00 

1793 — Vine and bars - fair condition, date fairly observable 4.00 

1794 — Cent, original red, as from the die, strong unusually bold ob- 
verse and reverse, none finer, if as fine 160.00 

1800 — Over 1790, absolute perfection 

1801 — 1/100 over 1/1000 absolute perfection. These two strong sharp 

well centered even and much original red color 300.00 

1806 — Unquestionably no superior in existence so far as known. 

None in past sales can excel this cent in strength, freedom from 
nicks or mar and color — original red. In my judgment the rarity 
and a Gem 240.00 

Total , $1,204.00

T he above coins are seemingly 
fantastic. Even the most 
studious of large cent collectors 
must be wondering: What is this? 
Are the coins real? What are the 
pedigrees of these phenominl cents? 
How long ago were these offered and 
were they as described? Few of 
today's collectors will think that 
these prices are high. They were 
quite high, however, for 1919 when 
only a few collectors were willing 
and able to pay such prices for coins 
like these. 

One such person was Dr. Henry W. 
Beckwith of Seymour, Connecticut, 
well known in large cent literature as 
an unsurpassed connoisseur. A 
perusal of the excellent sale 
catalogue of the Beckwith collection 
by S.H. Chapman on April 27, 1923, 
is enough to boggle any cent 


collector. For the most part the coins 
share one major characteristic — 
condition. Dr. Beckwith made 
extraordinary efforts to secure the 
finest large cents that money could 
buy. The coins listed above came 
into Dr. Beckwith's possession, at 
the pricesgiven,on January 30, 1919, 
according to the invoice. Although 
the name of the seller and still earlier 
origins of these coins provide 
interesting pedigrees, a far more 
provoking question is what place, if 
any, does the seller hold in 
numismatic history. Who was 
Benjamin H. Collins? 

Never, outside of the bill of sale 
listing the above coins in my copy of 
the Beckwith catalogue, have 1 seen 
any pedigree reference to B.H. 
Collins of Washington, D.C., in 
connection with a large cent. The bill 
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of sale is a carbon copy signed by B.H. 
Collins, annotated in his hand, and 
bound in Collins' own copy of the 
Beckwith sale. Considering the 
attention paid to large cents and large 
cent collectors over the years by 
many illustrious advocates of the big 
pennies, it seems strange that no 
mention occurs of this very early 
connoisseur. The fact that B.H. 
Collins was a collector is supported 
by his own mention of his collection, 
as well as similar references by 
others. He was apparently buying as 
early as 1891 and was at least active 
enough to attend the 1908 ANA 
Convention in Philadelphia. The fact 
that Collins possessed first rate large 
cents cannot be denied, and he 
certainly deserves some place in the 
history of large cent collectors. 

B h. COLLINS SERVED in the Union 
• Army during the Civil War as a 
scout under General Sheridan. He 
was a coin dealer in Washington, 
D.C., from 1894 to approximately 
1 926 and died on April 29, 1 928 . Prior 
to becoming a coin dealer he 
apparently held a responsible job in 
the civil service. Collins was said to 
be a rather congenial and 
companionable fellow, prematurely 
grey, but of animated and very social 
disposition, with a remarkable 
memory and great enthusiasm. 

"A Tour Among the Coin 
Dealers," written by the well known 
A.G. Heaton in the January, 1895 
issue of The Numismatist, says of 
B.H. Collins, "His private collection 
of cents is doubtless the best that 
exists." Although many major pieces 
were sold from his collection to Dr. 
Beckwith in 1919, it seems from his 
obituary in the June, 1928 issue of 
The Numismatist that Collins 
maintained his interest in large cents 
until his death and that his name and 
reputation had become closely 
associated with this specialty. The

obituary mentions that, "When his 
health began to fail a few years ago he 
announced that he was disposing of 
his stock of coins, except his very 
desirable set of large cents which, he 
said, would go, on his death, to his 
son." Collins deserves recognition as 
an early large cent collector of major 
importance, one who maintained 
perhaps the finest quality collection 
of large cents in existence for a 
lengthy period of time. He began 
collecting by date and type as early as 
1891, and not until 28 years later at 
the age of 74 did he relinquish many 
of the gems to the apparently 
relentless Dr. Beckwith. Even then, 
large cents remained his utmost 
numismatic interest, passed on as a 
legacy to his son. 

The bill of sale also gives some 
interesting insight into the character

of the '"relentless" Dr. Beckwith. 
From this document large cent 
collectors can gain some 
appreciation for Dr. Beckwith's 
diligence, if not zeal, in procuring 
cents for his collection. Collins 
speaks of Beckwith as persistent, 
patient, very appreciative of high 
quality large cents, someone who 
was able to buy coins from Collins' 
personal collection which he had had 
no desire to sell. In addition, the bill 
of sale furnishes earlier pedigrees for 
these famous cents. I quote from B.H. 
Collins in reference to the above 
listed coins: 

'The five high priced ones — begged for 
by you and which you appreciate so 
highly (and very justly so), I doubt if 
they can be matched in any other 
known collection (as a quintet under 
one ownership) and will greatly 
enhance the beauty and evenness of 
your incomparable set of dates. They 
formed a part of the wonderful 
collection of cents I purchased in 1 89 1 


from W.S. Lincoln Son, the leading 
coin dealer of London, England, and 
were in my personal set with no desire 
on my part to sell until you so 
persistently and patiently acquired 
them for your own." 

Although I've seen no other 
pedigree reference to the name B.H. 
Collins in regard to a large cent, his 
name is connected intimately with 
one of those great stories of 
American Numismatics which play 
upon the imagination so wildly that 
it bears repeating here. The following 
is a description of an 181 1 half cent 
offered in the Allison W. Jackman 
sale catalogue by Henry Chapman 
(June 28th and 29th, 1918):

1884 being brought by an old colored 
woman of Alexandria, Va. to Mr. B.H. 
Collins of Washington to whom she 
stated she had a bag of them! He 
thinking there was not any mistake 
about the hoard sold it to S.H. ^ H. 
Chapman for $3! with the remark 
"How many more will you t^ke?" We 
said the lot. The woman subsequently 
brought him the bag but to his 
astonishment they were all 1828's 13 
stars! and it has always been a mystery 
to me that an 1811 equally fine as the 
1828's should have been in with the 
later date, and that her pick at random 
should have alighted on the only 1811 
in the bag!

The 1806 cent was assigned lot #36 
and sold for a mere $75 (W.S. 

Lincoln — B.H. Collins — Beckwith 
36— Mathewson — C. Douglas 
Smith — Helfenstein 39). This coin is 
apparently not ex-Parmelee as had 
been earlier thought. 

The hand annotations on the 
catalogue continue. Lot #14 in the 
Beckwith sale, a 1798 over 97 cent, 
came from Collins for $ 1 5 and sold to 
Elmer Sears for $55 (S-151, Sheldon 
Plate Coin, B.H. Collins — Beckwith 


14 — Sears — Newcomb 192 — 
Holland — Helfenstein 14). Lot #18, 
1 1 798 S- 179, also came from Collins 
for $100 and sold to Sears for. $56 
(B.H. Collins — Beckwith 18 — Elmer 
Sears — Newcomb 253 and 
apparently Sheraton— Clarke). An 
1814 S-294, which Beckwith 
purchased from Collins for $50, went 
to Sears as lot #49 for a pitiful $10. 
No other pedigree is known for this 
coin. The 1835 N-1 and 1846 N-8, 
lots #82 and #104 in the Beckwith 
sale, came from Collins as part of a 
trade mentioned at the bottom of the 
invoice with no specifics. These two 
coins realized $18 and $10 
respectively, both going to S.H. 
Chapman. 
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The five main coins as listed on the 
above invoice cost Beckwith $1200 
in 1 9 1 9 but brought only $729 (before 
commissions) more than four years 
later. This is especially interesting 
today, in light of the current coin 
market where such a loss on choice 
coins seems impossible. One can 
certainly see Beckwith's 
determination in pursuit of fine 
coins for his collection. The thought 
of investment must have never 
entered his mind, evidence of an era 
when the aims of collectors were 
perhaps more simple and honest. 

O NE WOULD THINK that perhaps 
the mystery of Collins and his 
fabled large cent collection would by 
now be a dead issue, lost in the 
obscurity with which time pervades 
such things. Imagine my surprise 
when writing this little piece to find 
that Abe Kosoff, in the August 1, 
1979 issue of Coin World, mentioned 
the Collins large cent collection. The 
scene was the 1937 ANA 
Convention in Washington, D.C., 
and as Kosoff writes, a highlight of 
the show was the purchase of the 
Collins collection of large cents by B. 
Max Mehl. Although Kosoff could 
supply no other leads, he did 
remember that the collection was on 
display at the convention and that he 
had admired the color and surfaces of 
the coins. Kosoff also related that 
after Mehl purchased the collection 
he refused to show the coins to 
anyone and kept the group out of 
sight. Mehl advertised the purchase 
in the October and November, 1937 
issues of The Numismatist with a 
full page ad and in a later 
advertisement referred to the 
collection as "world famous." 
According to the advertisements in 
The Numismatist, Collins 
purchased the nucleus of the 
collection in 1891 in London, 


England, from Lincoln Son. Mehl's 
ads state that "At that time and until 
now it was regarded as one of the 
finest collections of its kind in the 
world!" Mehl's information 
coincides so completely with the 
information I have already given that 
I am forced to the conclusion that my 
copy of the Beckwith sale with the 
invoice was, in addition to being 
Collins' personal copy of the sale, 
acquired by Mehl in the transaction 
for the Collins cents and is the source 
of Mehl's information. 

T hus this adventure with an 
auction catalogue has taken us 
full circle. What the Collins- 
Beckwith invoice has disclosed in 
the way of pedigrees for these early 
cents has, upon inquiry, led to a more 
elaborate disclosure of the 
providence of this remarkable 
auction catalogue. But more than 
that, this same catalogue with its 
unique invoice has given us a much 
broader perception of a distinguished 
early numismatist. The belief that 
his collection of large cents was 
widely honored and acclaimed as the 
most outstanding of the time is 
reinforced by the sale of these choice 
gems to Dr. Beckwith, a collector of 
only the highest quality material. I 
cannot help but think that this very 
early numismatist, coin dealer and 
connoisseur of large cents, Benjamin 
H. Collins, deserves special 
recognition in the history of large 
cents and among those who submit 
to the charm of these coins through 
study and pursuit.

This is the first column I have written since attending our 
Cincinnati convention. I extend my congratulations and 
thanks to General Chairman Richard B. Dusterberg, all of his 
convention co-workers, Ruthann Brettell and the other 
members of our ANA staff who participated in the conven- 
tion, the dealers, exhibitors, exhibits judges, government offi- 
cials, and all others who devoted their time, effort and ability 
in providing a most memorable and successful convention. 

In July, I had the pleasure of attending the well-conducted 
and most enjoyable Canadian Numismatic Association Con- 
vention in Montreal and the Garden State Numismatic As- 
sociation Convention in Cherry Hill, New Jersey. The Garden 
State Numismatic Association presented to the ANA an 
American flag that flew over the Capitol in Washington dur- 
ing National Coin Week and a check in the amount of $1,000 
in payment for club life membership Number 17. Hopefully, 
other numismatic organizations will be added to our roster of 
club life members. 

In September, I enjoyed representing ANA at three very successful events, the Greater New 
York Paper Money Convention, the Milwaukee Numismatic Society Show, and the Great 
Eastern Numismatic Association Convention. 

In my column in the August issue, I indicated my approval of the thirteen grades defined in 
the ANA grading standards and the continuation of the grading service. I objected to the use of 
intermediate grades and expressed an unfavorable reaction to the adoption of the Sheldon 
numbering system. On June 12th, after writing my column, I attended the ANA Round Table in 
Colorado Springs where the subject of grading standards was discussed in considerable detail. 
All parties attending were able to express their view. During the Round Table meeting, I 
appointed a committee composed of Q. David Bowers as chairman, and Kenneth E. Bressett, Joe 
Flynn, Jr., Tom Delorey and William Fivaz as members, for the purpose of considering the ideas 
presented and formulating recommendations with respect to grading standards and ANACS 
operations. 

Following a meeting of the committee in Colorado Springs, Chairman Bowers prepared a 
report recommending that only two intermediate grades be recognized, MS-63 Uncirculated 
Select and MS-67 Uncirculated Gem. The report pointed out that in today's market, prices are 
so high that in some instances a MS-60 coin may be worth $1,000 and a MS-65 coin may be 
worth $8,000. As a result, it would be desirable to have a grade representing a coin which is 
better than MS-60 but not fully MS-65, and a grade representing a coin that is better than MS-65 
but not fully MS-70. For all practical purposes, there would be four grades of uncirculated coins, 
as an MS-70 Uncirculated Perfect coin is practically nonexistent. 

The ANA Board, at its final meeting held during the Cincinnati Convention, approved the 
following mint state descriptions: 

Uncirculated Perfect MS-70 

Uncirculated Gem MS-67 

Uncirculated Choice MS-65 

Uncirculated Select MS-63 

Uncirculated Typical MS-60 

The Board's action satisfies the principal objections expressed in my column of last Au^st. I 
realize the necessity of using the two intermediate grades and am pleased that other inter- 
mediate grades will not be recognized. Although I questioned the advisability of adopting the 
Sheldon numbers, they have now been too widely used and accepted to be eliminated. Also, the 
application of the numbers to uncirculated coins is useful because in the absence of numbers 
the average collector might have difficulty in remembering that Gem is better than Choice and 
that Choice is better than Select. 
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The Problem of Storage 


A noted chemist explores the damaging 
effects of packaging materials available to 
today's collector.

Chemical reactions on the surface of 
coinage metals, usually occurring very 
slowly, produce such characteristics as 
tone and patina. These natural changes 
to the coin surface have already been 
discussed and explained in available 
literature. Other chemical changes can 
be quite distressing and may occur to 
coins believed to be in a state of 
preservation. This article seeks to 
inform the collector about this latter 
category of chemical change, which can 
be labelled corrosion or chemical 
deterioration. 

Most collectors make an effort to 
package and store their coins to protect 
them from scratches and wear. Often, 
however, too little thought is given to 
the possibility of corrosion induced by 
the packaging materials. Some older 
materials have been accepted as 
unsuitable for packaging. For example, 
cellophane is seldom used because of its 
high moisture content, high 
permeability to gases, and the presence 
of sulfur compounds that lead to 
mottling by the uneven formation of 
sulfides. Our experience with other 
materials has been too brief to show 
their liabilities. The basic reason why 
the collector must take care in selecting 
packaging materials is the 
susceptibility of coins, especially proof 
coins, to chemical deterioration. 


Despite an appearance of endurance, 
most coinage metals are chemically 
fragile. 

Considering how widely metals are 
used in structures and utensils, it may 
seem surprising that nearly all metals 
have the potential for corrosion and 
degradation in our atmosphere. In some 
cases this corrosion can be inhibited by 
mechanically sealing the metal surface 
so that it does not come into contact 
with air and water, for example by 
painting or tin-plating. Many metals 
literally protect themselves by reacting 
with dioxygen (O 2 ) in the atmosphere to 
form an airtight seal that is both thin 
and durable. 

Several phenomena associated with 
coin collecting become explicable in 
terms of this oxide coat. Consider the 
problem of placing a coin in a scratch 
sequence. Rock collectors use a scratch 
sequence to estimate hardness. 
Corundum scratches topaz which 
scratches quartz which scratches 
apatite which scratches fluorite, etc. 
Just about anything scratches talc but 
almost nothing scratches diamond. 
What scratches silver? According to the 
hardness scale, calcite (hardness 3) 
should, but gypsum (hardness 2) should 
not. Whereas gypsum or your fingernail 
(hardness 2.5-3) normally won't cause 
much of a scratch, it would damage a 
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proof coin. That's because you are 
scratching not silver, but rather the 
silver oxide coat. Notice how easily you 
can leave your fingerprint on a silver or 
copper coin. The oxide layer is sensitive 
to reactive agents such as amino acids 
found on the skin. The print remains 
because of the chemical reactivity of the 
oxide film toward such compounds. 
Older coins seem less sensitive, 
possibly because the oxide layer 
becomes harder with age. For these 
reasons proof coins demand the greatest 
care in their handling. 

The tendency for a metal to react 
corrosively with dioxygen is only partly 
related to its chemical affinity for 
oxygen. Of much greater importance is 
the nature of the thin oxide film it 
immediately forms upon exposure to 
dioxygen in the air. 

An example is aluminum, a metal 
with a very high affinity for dioxygen. It 
is quite stable in air owing to a very 
tight, but thin, layer of aluminum oxide 
that protects it from further oxidation. 
The film is so thin and uniform that the 
natural luster of aluminum is only 
slightly diminished by this limited 
oxidation. 

A scratch or other injury reexposes 
metal to dioxygen causing the metal to 
immediately react to form a new oxide 
coat. Thus the injury heals but a scar 
remains. Obviously the oxide film is 
critical to the integrity of most coins, 
and keeping these coins in good 
condition necessitates an 
understanding of the chemistry and 
physics of this metal oxide. Whether a 
metal is reactive toward dioxygen (or 
any other oxidizing agent, such as 
chlorine) can be deduced using the table 
of standard reduction (or oxidation) 
potentials. 

The table shows the tendency for 
metals used in coinage to give up 
electrons. That process is chemically 
defined as oxidation (even though 
oxygen may not be involved). 
Conversely any electron-consuming 
reaction is defined as reduction. The 
high tendency for aluminum metal to 
undergo oxidation is reflected in the 
high positive value of 1.67 volts for its

oxidation potential. Similarly, dioxygen 
has a fairly high tendency to undergo 
reduction. If these two reactions could 
be coupled so that the electrons 
produced by aluminum were to be 
consumed by dioxygen, that reaction 
would have a great tendency to occur. 
However, as we have seen, aluminum's 
oxide film prevents the reaction from 
continuing. The table shows that 
platinum should not react with 
dioxygen for a different reason. The 
oxidized form of platinum (the Pt^'^ ion) 
has a greater tendency to consume 
electrons than does dioxygen. In 
general, any metal with a standard 
oxidation potential less than -.86 volt 
(or a reduction potential greater than 
+ .86 volt) should be unreactive toward 
dioxygen.* Notice how much more 

*Chemists recognize that alternative mechanisms 
of oxidation exist. It can be predicted that 
platinum attains passivity to corrosion by forming 
a protective oxide coat possibly through the 
reaction involving adsorbed water containing 
carbon dioxide. The corresponding reduction

Chemists will also see that some simplifying 
assumptions have been in the comparison of 
standard potentials. Such assumptions are not far 
enough from reality to significantly disturb the 
conclusions.

reactive chlorine and ozone (another 
form of oxygen) are than dioxygen. 

Alloys may show either a higher or a 
lower tendency than their component 
elements toward corrosion. Again, the 
major factor is the oxide film coat. To be 
protective, the coat must be dense and it 
must bond strongly to the metal 
surface. 

Water dissolves some oxides. Zinc 
and aluminum corrode rapidly when 
moistened because the oxide film 
dissolves away. Other liquids may 
either dissolve or disperse the oxides. 
The oxide may be dispersed by organic 
substances in the same fashion that 
rosin aids soldering by dispersing the 
oxide coat. This phenomenon may be 
behind the widely reported formation of 
''scud" on proof coins kept in PVC 
packages. 

The Danger of Packaging 
Coins in PVC 

PVC (polyvinyl chloride) is by far the 
most widely used polymer film in the 
manufacturing of coin pockets (e.g. 2" 
X 2" "flips"), album pages, and 
currency holders, even though its 
damaging effects on coins and stamps 
have been known for at least fifty-five 
years. Collectors have reported two 
distinguishable phenomena associated 
with coins, especially proof silver coins, 
stored in PVC. One is the formation of a 
blue-green "scud" on the coin edges 
where it touches the plastic material. 
This liquid is most probably colored by 
copper ions derived by the oxidation of 
copper in the silver alloy coin. The other 
chemical change associated with the 
use of PVC is the frosting that covers the 
original mirror finish of the proof coin. 
The particular agents which cause these 
kinds of damage are not known for 
certain. The "scud" may be caused by 
one or more of the oily substances added 
to PVC to improve wear properties of 
the polymer film. 

Pol>^inyl chloride is ordinarily rigid 
but it is made as flexible as required by 
adding various types and amounts of 


plasticizers. Typical of these are such 
compounds as di-2-hexylphthalate and 
di-n-octylphthalate. They are oily 
substances (classified as esters) which 
dissolve in the polyvinyl chloride 
causing it to become flexible. Without 
such agents, PVC would be more rigid 
and would crack after being flexed a few 
times. 

Heat and ultraviolet light act on PVC 
to chemically degrade it. Hydrogen 
chloride gas is released as a result of 
such degradation, a process 
accompanied by yellowing. 
Manufacturers found that the addition 
of "soaps" such as barium, cadmium 
and/or zinc stearate prevent the 
yellowing of the film during the process 
of heat sealing. Thus, producing an 
attractive, clear PVC coin pocket with 
heat sealed edges requires the presence 
of such stabilizers. These compounds 
behave as detergents, however, and are 
predicted to have an adverse effect on 
metal oxide films. 

Others have hypothesized that 
hydrogen chloride gas from the PVC is a 
major cause of corrosion. Conceivably, 
the hydrogen chloride may be formed 
during heat sealing and then slowly 
released from the polymer, or it may be 
released as the result of reaction at 
lower temperatures and ordinary 
exposure to ultraviolet light. Evidence 
for this occurring is found in the 
degradation of stamps and other paper 
documents, and in the formation of 
liquid spots on coin surfaces. The more 
or less uniform frosting of mirror 
surfaces in PVC packages could be 
caused by gaseous hydrogen chloride 
reacting with the silver oxide coat to 
form silver chloride. The resulting 
mixture of oxide and chloride is thicker 
and decidedly less lustrous. This 
frosting effect seems to occur more 
often to proof coins which are 
completely sealed in PVC packages. If 
the coins are stored in flips, edge "scud" 
and/or blue spots are more prevalent. 
One could hypothesize that these 
differences in the type of damage are 
related to the presence and interaction

of the additives, hydrogen chloride gas 
and moisture. Frosting may prevail in 
sealed packages because the hydrogen 
chloride gas accumulates in a space that 
is low in moisture. 

Corrosion in open packages seems to 
be less common and involves less 
frosting and more spotting. Edge 
spotting can be explained as the result of 
the dispersing of the protective oxide 
film by the liquid additives which 
contact the coin. These additives have a 
detergent effect, leaving the metal bare 
and vulnerable to all corrosive agents. 
Since coinage silver is an alloy of silver 
and copper and because copper is less 
'"noble" (more reactive) than silver, the 
copper reacts rather than the silver. 
Thus the droplet is blue — the color of 
copper ions. The "scud" on the polymer 
film is probably a dispersion of metal 
oxide in the liquid additives which have 
migrated to the surface of the film, 
together with metal ions associated 
with both organic anions (phthalate, 
sterate, etc.) and other inorganic anions 
(chiefly chloride). The mainly organic 
(oily) nature of "scud" is supported by 
the observation that the spots are not 
dissolved away by water but can be 
dissolved in acetone and other organic 
solvents. 


By now it should be evident that 
polyvinyl chloride is not a suitable 
material for packaging coins. But what 
are suitable materials? Unfortunately, 
no polymer film currently available has 
all of the desired properties. 
Polyethylene and polypropylene make 
safe bags for coins since they contain no 
additives, but they lack the strength and 
transparency of PVC. 

Recently, polyethylene terephthalate 
(Mylar is the Dupont trade name for this 
product) has become available for coin 
packaging. It has strength, 
transparency, and freedom from 
additives, but it cannot be heat sealed. 
This, of course, greatly limits the kinds 
of products that can be produced from it. 

This limitation found in Mylar stems 
from the way the individual polymer 
strands align with each other. If the 
strands in a polymer film are aligned in a 
highly ordered fashion, the film is said 
to possess crystallinity. On the other 
hand, a jumble of unordered strands 
produces an amorphous film. 
Crystallinity is associated with 
brittleness whereas amorphous films 
have greater flexibility. Mylar can be 
manufactured as an amorphous film, 
but it reverts to crystallinity when 
raised above 100°C. Thus, heat-sealing 


Identifying Polymer Films and Additives 

If a polymer film is clear and has been heat-sealed, it is almost certainly 
polyvinyl chloride. However, there is a simple chemical test, called the 
Beilstein test, that will distinguish chlorine containing polymers such as 
PVC from polyethylene, polypropylene, polystyrene and polyethylene 
terephthalate. A hot, clean flame such as that from a propane torch is used to 
heat a copper wire until the yellow flame caused by sodium ions fades. Then 
the hot wire is touched to a scrap piece of the film allowing the film to melt 
and stick to the wire. Place the wire in the flame again. If the film is polyvinyl 
chloride or another chlorine-containing polymer, a blue-green flame is 
noticeable shortly after the film begins to bum. The chlorine in the polymer 
structure becomes chloride, which associates with copper to produce copper 
chloride, a compound volatile enough to give the colored flame. Other films 
will give yellow or colorless flames. 

Polymer films and additives may be identified by infrared spectroscopy. 
Products made of polyvinyl chloride and advertised as ". . . 100% free of 
softening agents ..." have been shown by infrared spectroscopy to contain 
some plasticizer. 
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produces embrittlement at the seal 
because of crystallinity. Flexing the 
product would soon produce a crack in 
the seal. Theoretically, polyethylene 
terephthalate could be modified (other 
than by including additives) so as to 
eliminate the problem of crystallinity, 
but to the author's knowledge no such 
product is currently available. 

A liner of folded Mylar is available 
which will prevent contact between the 
coin and the polyvinyl chloride pocket. 
It is conceivable that some risk remains 
using this combination of polymer 
films because if hydrogen chloride gas is 
given off by the polyvinyl chloride, the 
Mylar liner would not prevent its 
contacting the coin. 

Restoring Damaged Coins 

Collectors report that dipping a 
spotted coin in acetone, ethyl acetate or 
other similar organic solvent of 
moderate polarity is effective for 
restoration. However, proof coins 
damaged by frosting in PVC require a 
somewhat more drastic treatment. The 
author has found that a five to twenty 
second dip in an acidified solution of 
thiourea (one commercially available 
product is "Instant-Dip Silver Cleaner," 
Lewal Industries, Inc., 65 Plain Avenue, 
New Rochelle, N.Y. 10801) effectively 
removes spotting and frosting. The coin 
should be rinsed well with water and 
then methanol or distilled water to 
prevent "water spotting." The utmost 
caution must be taken to avoid rubbing 
the proof coin. Blot the coin dry with a 
clean turkish towel. Rubbing will 
almost certainly damage the mirror 
surface of proof coins. 

I recommend against the use of 
thiourea for other than proof silver 


coins. Thiourea acts by forming a 
soluble complex with silver that has 
been oxidized to silver ion. Whereas 
damaged proof coins are usually 
restored by this treatment, uncirculated 
and other grades may be endangered by 
the removal of oxidized silver. The 
observation that older BU and 
uncirculated coins are seldom damaged 
as noticeably by storage in PVC suggests 
that these coins have a tougher oxide (or 
oxide/sulfide) coating that should not be 
removed. Simple rinsing with acetone 
should suffice for their restoration. 

Conclusion 

We have seen that metals, other than 
gold and perhaps platinum, react with 
the dioxygen that surrounds them and 
that the dioxygen would be corrosive 
toward them but for the formation of 
protective oxide films on their surface. 
Much of the care of coins centers on 
maintaining that oxide layer. 

Because of the nature of the injury 
caused to coins by polyvinyl chloride, 
namely corrosion at points of contact, it 
is hypothesized that dispersion of the 
oxide layer by additives such as the 
phthalate esters and/or metal "soaps" is 
at least a part of the mechanism of 
corrosion. Gaseous hydrogen chloride 
may also be an important corrosive 
agent. 

Substitute polymer films include 
polyethylene and polypropylene which, 
however, are weaker and less 
transparent. Polyethylene 
terephthalate (Mylar) is safe, strong and 
transparent but it cannot be heat sealed. 
However, these materials should be 
used at least until a polymer film having 
all of the desirable properties becomes 
available.

American Jews have fought in all of the United States' wars, from 
pre-revolutionary times to the present. Thousands of American 
Jews have served and many died in defense of their country. 

Of the approximately three million American colonists, more 
than 2,500 were Jews. At the time of the Revolution, Dr. Benjamin 
Rush, a signer of the Declaration of Independence, wrote from 
Philadelphia that "in the Colonies all of the Jews were Whigs, "and 
each of them favored independence. American Jews fought in the 
Revolution, and three Jewish officers attained relatively high 
military rank. 
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The history of American jews' 
involvement in the United States 
military is long and impressive. 
Jewish presence as a military force 
in the New World was first felt in 
New Amsterdam, when, under 
Asser Levy and Jacob Barsimson, 
Jews demanded and received from 
Dutch authorities the right to stand 
guard at the stockade that protected 
the settlement against the 
attacking Indians, who had only 
one prejudice. At the outset of the 
French and Indian Wars, Isaac 
Meyer of New York assembled a 
town meeting and organized a 
company of men to fight in defense 
of the country. These men chose 
him as their captain. Jews who 
distinguished themselves in the 
Revolutionary War included 
Francis Salvador of South Carolina; 
David Emanuel of Georgia, who 
later became that state's Governor; 
Colonel David Salisbury Franks of 
the famous Philadelphia family; 
and Major Benjamin Nones who 
served with General Pulaski. Dr. 
Philip Moses Russel, a surgeon's 
mate, was praised by George 
Washington for his "assiduous and 
faithful attention to the sick and 
wounded." He was with the Army 
at Valley Forge in the Winter of 
1777-1778. 

In the War of 1812, Haym B. 
Salomon, son of the revolutionary 
financier, was made a Captain in 
the 115th Regiment. The son of 
Major Benjamin Nones was a 
midshipman in the Navy and was 
appointed secretary to Henry Clay 
who represented the United States 
at the peace negotiations at Ghent, 
Belgium. 

A famous figure in early 
American naval history was 
Commodore Uriah P. Levy, who 
went to sea at the age of 14. At 20, 
Levy was the Master of the 
Brig-o- War Argus, which destroyed 


twenty-one British ships in 1808. 
Levy's contributions to the U.S. 
Navy occurred not only in combat. 
When he died in 1 862, Levy was the 
highest ranking officer in the U.S. 
Navy. His tombstone bears the 
words, "He was the father of the 
law for the abolition of the 
barbarous practice of corporal 
punishment in the Navy of the 
United States." 

Jews fought for both the North 
and the South during the American 
Civil War. More than 8,500 men 
from a total Jewish population of 
approximately 100,000 served in 
the conflict. Among them were 
eight generals and twenty-one 
colonels. Judah Benjamin was 
secretary of war for the 
Confederacy, and General de Leon, 
a renowned surgeon, served in the 
Confederate Army. 

At the time of the 
Spanish-American War there were 
approximately one million Jews in 
the United States. Among those 
who served in the war was the 
executive officer of the battleship 
Maine, Adolph Manix, who was 
later appointed vice-admiral of the 
Navy. 

On starch 15, 1896; 
seventy-eight veterans of the 
Union Army met at New York 
City's Lexington Opera House. 
These men gathered to answer the 
libelous charge that Jews had not 
fought in the Union Army. At this 
meeting an organization of Jewish 
veterans was formed. Founders of 
the organization pledged to 
maintain their true allegiances to 
the United States; to combat 
bigotry; to uphold the dignity of the 
Jew; and to honor the memories of 
the heroic dead. With this meeting, 
the Hebrew Union Veterans 
Association was created, the first 
precursor of the present Jewish War 
Veterans. 
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This document records the founding of 
the first Jewish American Veterans 
Association. 


A bronze medal, manufactured 
by Dieges &. Clust, was issued to 
the first members of the Hebrew 
Union Veterans Association. A 
spread-winged eagle is perched on 
the top bar of the medal. This bar is 
inscribed with the legend 
COMRADE. A second bar, 
suspended by chains from the first, 
bears the dates 1861-1865. The 
medal itself is suspended by chains 
from the second bar. The top half of 
the medal's edge is bordered by a 
curled scroll design and the lower 


half is edged by a ribbon with the 
legend HEBREW UNION N.Y. 
VETERAN ASS'N. At the center of 
the medal is a raised reproduction 
of a tall Civil War Monument 
flanked by two olive branches. 

In 1898, the United States was at 
war once again. Veterans of this war 
were a younger group than those of 
the Union Army. In 1900, an 
association of Hebrew Veterans of 
the War with Spain was founded. 
Theodore Roosevelt was made an 
honorary member by the many 
Jewish veterans who had served 
under him. They, together with the 
Hebrew Union Veterans, 
conducted a vigorous campaign and 
enlisted Roosevelt's help in 
protesting Russia's anti-semitic 
pogroms from 1903 to 1907. 
Forceful United States diplomatic 
pressure helped to ease the 
situation. 

A bronze, enamelled medal was 
issued in 1889 to Hebrew Veterans 
of the War with Spain. 
Manufactured by Dieges Clust, 
the medal is suspended by one 
chain link from a colored ribbon of 
the American flag. The ribbon is 
supported by a spread-winged 
American eagle bearing the 
American shield on its breast. The 
medal is ringed with the legend, 
HEBREW VETERANS WAR WITH 
SPAIN. In the center is a soldier, 
rifle on shoulder,- and a sailor, both 
in uniform. Six white enamelled 
spokes radiate from the medal to 
form a star, each point showing a 
different emblem. Included 
clockwise from the top, are the 
emblems of the Infantry, Cavalry, 
Artillery, Engineers, Signal Corps, 
and Navy. 

In 1918, following World War I, 
the Hebrew Veterans of the War 
with Spain changed their name to 
the Hebrew Veterans of the Wars of 
the Republic. These veterans 
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Struck in 1865, this is the first medal 
issued to the newly-formed Hebrew 
Union Veterans Association. 

merged with a group founded by 
returning World War I veterans. 
The first national commander of 
the consolidated group was Colonel 
Maurice Simmons, who had 
previously been national 
commander of both the United 
Spanish War Veterans as well as the 
Hebrew Veterans of the War with 
Spain. The formal amalgamation 
was affected in 1920, and the first 


group, Manhattan Post No. 1, is 
still active. 

A bronze medal was issued to 
members of the Hebrew Veterans of 
the Wars of the Republic. The 
manufacturer of the medal is not 
marked. The medal is supported by 
a spread-winged American eagle 
perched at the top of a bar inscribed 
with the dates, 1775-1918. The 
circular medal is suspended by one

chain link from the bar. The full 
front edge of the medal contains the 
legend, HEBREW VETERANS 
WARS OF THE REPUBLIC. Inside 
the legend is a symbolic profile of 
Justice, with scales in her right 
hand and a sword in her left. To the 
right of this figure is the Magen 
David, the Star of David. 

In September 1924, at the 
suggestion of Nathan Straus, the 
name of the organization, Hebrew 
Veterans of the Wars of the 
Republic, was changed to Jewish 
Veterans of the Wars of the 
Republic. In April 1929, the current 
name, Jewish War Veterans of the 
United States of America, was 
adopted. 

Several medals were issued to 
Jewish War Veterans from 1920 to 


1955. A bronze membership medal 
manufactured by Alan-Shiman was 
issued to members and, when 
issued with a name bar, to delegates 
for encampments during various 
years. The medal is suspended by a 
vertically striped ribbon of red, 
white and blue, and bears the 
emblem of the Jewish War Veterans 
of the United States. This emblem 
is a six point Star of David 
superimposed over a round wreath 
of olive branches. Centered over 
the star is a circle of inscription, 
JEWISH WAR VETERANS OF THE 
UNITED STATES, and inside this 
is the American eagle with the 
initials, U.S., on its breast. 

A bronze Delegate's medal 
manufactured by Whitehead-Hoag 
was issued in 1938. The medal 
consists of a name bar displaying 
delicate flowers in each comer. A 
red, white and blue vertically 
striped ribbon hangs from this bar 
and supports the actual medal. The 
upper half of the medal is a 
semicircle with the legend, JEWISH 
WAR VETERANS OF THE U.S.A., 
around the upper edge. The lower 
border of the medal is a V-shaped 
ribbon that bears the legend, 43RD 
NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 
The center of the medal shows a 
relief of the 1938 Detroit skyline 
with an airplane flying in the 
background. To the front of the 
skyline is a vintage Chrysler 
automobile. Below this is the 
Jewish War Veterans emblem, 
flanked on the left by the dates 
SEPT. 2 3 4 15 1938, and on the 
right by the inscription, DETROIT, 
MICH. 

A bronze medal bearing the date 
1940 was issued in Boston. The 
medal has no manufacturer's mark. 
A name bar supports a vertically 
striped red, white and blue ribbon. 
The word, DELEGATE, is stamped 
on the ribbon. The medal is 
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suspended directly from the ribbon. 
Irregular in shape, the top half of 
the medal is edged with the legend, 
JEWISH WAR VETERANS OF THE 
U.S.A. The center of the medal 
depicts the Massachusetts State 
Capitol building on Boston 
Common. Split by the domed 
cupola of the capitol building is the 
date 1940, and below this, AUG 
28-SEPT 1. Below the dates and 
directly above the top half of the 
emblem are the large letters, 
BOSTON, MASS. Below the 
emblem, in exergue, appear the 
words, 45th NATIONAL 
ENCAMPMENT. 

A gold-filled olive wreath 
superimposed by the Jewish War 
Veterans emblem was awarded as a 
presentation medal. The name bar 
is inscribed with the word 
COMMANDER, and supports a 
ribbon with vertical stripes of red, 
white and blue. The medal, 
suspended from the ribbon, has an 
enamelled Star of David with the 
upper triangle in white and the 
lower triangle in light blue. The 
manufacturer's mark does not 
appear on the medal. 

An Americanism medal was 
presented to students by the Jewish 
War Veterans. A red, white and blue 
vertically striped ribbon supports 
the bronze, silver-plated or 
gold-filled medal. The medal is 
rounded superiorly and inferiorly. 
At the upper edge appears the 
legend, AMERICANISM, and at the 
lower edge, PATRIOTISM. A wide 
bar through the center shows three 
designs; to the left is the American 
shield; in the center is the Jewish 
War Veterans emblem; and at the 
right is an open book, a quill and a 
scroll, the symbols of scholarship. 
The manufacturer's mark does not 
appear on the medal. 

The preamble to the Jewish War 
Veterans constitution states that

the purpose of the organization is to 
be "of greater service to our country 
and to one another, and ... to 
perpetuate our American ideals/' 
The Diamond Jubilee celebration of 
the American Jewish Veterans 
movement in 1971 commemorated 
75 years of commitment to this 
purpose. The celebration was 
commemorated by two specially 
issued medals. 

Two presentation medals were 
issued to commemorate the 75th 
anniversary, Diamond Jubilee 
celebration of the Jewish War 
Veterans Association. Both medals 
were manufactured by the Medallic 
Art Co. The obverses of both 
medals are identical, showing the 
logo of the Diamond Jubilee. The 


dates, 1896-1971, appear at the 
superior of the obverse. Beneath the 
date is an interpretation of the head 
of the American eagle facing left. 
To the right of the eagle's head is a 
solid, raised Star of David. The 
eagle's head appears directly above 
the large numerals, 75. Bordering 
the sides and to the inferior of these 
numerals is the inscription, 
JEWISH WAR VETERANS OF THE 
U.S.A. The reverse of one coin 
shows the large, raised inscription, 
DIAMOND JUBILEE MEDAL, 75 
YEARS OF SERVICE TO 
GOD-COUNTRY-HUMANITY. 
The-reverse of the second coin bears 
the same inscription in smaller 
letters with room below for an 
engraving of the name of the 
recipient of the medal.

Deceptive Fantasy Tokens 

Barely a week goes by that someone doesn't offer me "an interesting token that 
was found in grandma's trunk" or in an "old collection." More often than not, the 
item is one of the wide variety of fantasy tokens issued by a California concern in 
1971. When they were first issued, their spurious nature was reasonably well known. 
However, as the years have passed, they are beginning to show up more and more at 
coin shows with prices indicating the dealer's belief that the piece is genuine and 
valuable. By and large, these tokens are characterized by unusual shapes, and popular 
or unusual western subject matter. 


A majority of these tokens are quite 
deceptive to the uneducated eye. A few 
of them are marked with L.A. STAMP 
which gives them an added air of au- 
thenticity. All are uniface. 

The first two tokens are less decep- 
tive than the others only because simi- 
larly appearing fantasy bordello tokens 
have alerted many collectors to their 
spurious nature. 

These pot metal tokens are the least 


misleading of the group. They are all 
uniface and have a decidedly modern 
look to them. Some of them are also 
marked L.A. STAMP. This is in imita- 
tion of the L.A. RUB. STAMP CO. mark 
fround on the multitude of genuine to- 
kens struck by the Los Angeles Rubber 
Stamp Company prior to 1935. Inci- 
dently, there are legitimate tokens of 
C.N. Cotton, but they are not at all like 
the fabrication illustrated here.

Garfield Honor Guard Token 


James Abram Garfield was barely. 49 
years old when he was inaugurated 
President of the United States on March 
4, 1 88 1 . He and his running mate, Ches- 
ter A. Arthur, leading a divided Repub- 
lican Party, barely defeated the Demo- 
cratic candidates. General Winfield 
Scott Hancock and William H. English; 
less than 10,000 votes separated the two 
sets of candidates, although the elec- 
toral vote margin was a bit more con- 
vincing. 

Garfield had the distinction of being 
the only man ever elected to the presi- 
dency while serving as a member of the 
House of Representatives. In that same 
year ( 1 880), he was elected to the Senate 
but declined the seat to become Presi- 
dent. Little more can be said about the 
Garfield presidency, for his term was 
cut short by an assassin's bullet. On July 
2, 1881, while passing through the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Depot in 
Washington, D.C., he was shot by 
Charles J. Guiteau. The President 



lingered for over two months, finally 
succumbing to the effects of the wound 
in Elberton, New Jersey on September 
19. 

Apparently the 25mm silver token 
pictured here was given to all members 
of the Honor Guard attending Garfield's 
casket. When I first looked at the ob- 
verse of this token, I almost didn't turn 
it over, figuring it was a silvered brass 
example of one of the two quite com- 
mon Garfield campaign tokens (DeWitt 
JG 1880-8 or 9). Imagine my surprise 
when I discovered its unique reverse! 
The token is hand-inscribed to G.W. 
BALLOCH. It is the only such variety 
that I have seen and should be consid- 
ered quite rare — HJL

More New Counterfeits of Common Coins ^ 

The ANACS article on page 1074 of the May 1980 issue of The Numismatist 
exposed some new counterfeits of relatively common coins, including a double 
struck 1872 two cent piece. ANACS now has examined a number of other relatively 
common coins, including a normally struck 1872 cent piece. Diagnostic points of 
both coins indicate that the counterfeiter had marketed errors in addition to nor- 
mally struck coins, striking both from the same sets of dies. 


Other coins recently examined by 
ANACS include an 1964-L triple struck 
Indian head cent, an 1878 Indian head 
cent struck four times, normally struck 
1 909 Indian head cents and some 1 909-S 
Lincoln cents. ANACS speculates that 
errors from these same counterfeit dies 


will show up in the numismatic mar- 
ket, if indeed they have not already. 

The counterfeit 1872 two cent pieces, 
both normal strikings and error strik- 
ings, can be spotted most easily by 
watching for a depression on the top 
edge of the ribbon at the upper left of the 
G of GOD. Another diagnostic clue is 
the defective 2 in the date. 

The 1864-L Indian head cent has 
noticeable depressions on the hair, rib- 
bon and at the tops of the beads on the 
Indian's neck. 

The 1878 counterfeit cents have a 
defect attached to the upper left corner 
of the shield;the outer end of that defect 
resembles a volcano, a raised lump of 
metal with a hole in its center. There is 
also a diagonal ridge of metal attached 
to the end of one of the denticles just to 
the left of the upper left comer of the 
shield. 

Perhaps the crudest in appearance is 
the counterfeit 1909 Indian head cent. 
There are numerous raised blobs of 
metal attached to the edges of most of 
the letters. 

Rivaling the 1909 Indian in cmdity of 
appearance is the 1 909-S Lincoln coun- 
terfeit. What appear to be attempts at 
correcting defects are easily seen as

tooling marks on the base of the bust, 
front of the coat, the field between the 
date and coat and on the raised rims. 

All of the coins mentioned have the 
same sandy textured, "porous" sur- 
faces. Those examined so far by ANACS 
look good enough to fool many collec-

tors; if anything, they look too good to 
be genuine! 

Among the new counterfeits to be 
watching for are: 1803 cent, 1858 cent, 
1864-L cent, 1867 cent, 1868 cent, 1878 
cent, 1908-S and 1909-S Indian head 
cents, 1909-S Lincoln cent, 1909-S VDB 
cent, 1865 two cent, 1872 two cent, 
1811/09 dime and 1806/5 quarter. Based 
on overall appearance, ANACS specu- 
lates that all of these coins were made 
by the same manufacturer and that they 
may be the first of an entire type set of 
counterfeit coins to be discovered. 


PLEASE NOTE 

At this time ANACS is still not grading U.S. commemorative coins, and will not 
be doing so until specifically announced in The Numismatist.

This catalog of paper money issued by 
the Russian czars begins with the notes 
of Catherine 11. Even though many of 
the notes are quite rare, black-and- 
white photographs of most of them are 
included in the text. Sizes of the notes 
are provided in centimeters. Values in 
dollars for four grades are also included. 
A special section shows many of the 
notes in color, and a chapter on coun- 
terfeits includes both black-and-white 
and colored pictures.

HARD TIMES TOKENS, by Russell Rulau.

The second edition of Lyman H. 
Low's definitive work Hard Times To- 
kens, published in 1899, has, until now, 
been the standard reference for hard 
times tokens. In bringing together 
Low's information with the informa- 
tion that has been uncovered in the in- 
tervening years, author Russ Rulau has 
made an important contribution to the 
literature of this specialty. Low's 
catalog numbers have been used and his 
pattern followed to develop numbers for 
new varieties. An extensive introduc- 


tion contains the background of these 
pieces, and values are given for four 
grades for each of the tokens listed. 

The John Work Garrett collection of 
hard times tokens, many of which were 
obtained by Lyman Low himself, were 
auctioned by Bowers Ruddy Galleries 
in March, 1980. Coverage of these 
pieces in the auction catalog along with 
prices realized are also included in this 
new publication.

The Finnish paper money system has 
at various times been controlled by 
Sweden and Russia, though most re- 
cently by Finland itself. This has pro- 
duced a diverse series of notes which, 
unfortunately, are not available to col- 
lectors. In many cases less than a dozen 
notes are known, and of those, there 
may be only one or two in private col- 
lections. This publication gives a brief 
history of the Finnish paper money sys- 
tem and contains beautiful color photo- 
graphs of many of the issues, including 
the most rare; the notes are shown en- 
larged, enabling one to examine them in 
greater detail. Paatela's booklet may be 
the only chance the average collector 
will have to examine this interesting 
and colorful series of paper money.

In the advanced program, coin 
number five is earned by signing up a new ANA member, coin number six by signing up two additional 
members, coin number seven for the publication of at least 500 words in a major numismatic publication, 
and coin number eight for planning and executing an exhibit of the coins earned thus far in the program.

AUSTRALIA— First $100 Gold Coin Struck 



A playful koala peering from the branch of an eucalyptus tree graces the reverse of 
the first $200 gold coin struck in Australia. The design by Stuart Devlin continues 
his series on Australian wildlife which has been featured on the one, two, five, 10 and 
50-cent pieces since 1965. According to John B. Joslin, Comptroller of the Royal 
Australian Mint, the koala coin will be struck in 1980 and 1981 in both Proof and 
Uncirculated editions. No fixed mintage is planned for either condition. 

Australia's entry into the bullion coin market was authorized by Parliament in 
April, 1980, with passage of legislation that amended the Australian Currency Act of 
1965. Also authorized on a stand-by basis was an Australian gold one once coin, 
denomination of $100; half ounce, $50; and quarter ounce, $25. Comptroller Joslin 
indicated, however, that there are no immediate plans for striking these denomina- 
tions. When the coins are sold they will be priced at a premium value over the daily 
price of gold. Australia is the sixth largest producer of gold in the free world.

SAMOA — 1980 Olympic Games Coins Struck 



The Singapore mint has struck gold, silver, and cupronickel coins for Samoa, an 
independent state in the South Seas. The coins commemorate the Olympic Games 
and bear the inscription OLYMPIC GAMES — 1980 at the top edge, the Olympic 
emblem at the lower edge, and the raised profiles of two competing hurdlers in the 
center. Frosted relief, mirror-finished gold and silver proofs will be struck as well as 
silver uncirculated and cupronickel uncirculated issues. 

Samoan game coins have been popular among collectors since the first were issued 
in 1974, commemorating the Commonwealth Games in New Zealand. The silver 
proof of this issue, which sold at $20 in 1974, now sells for approximately US $150. 

Additional details, quantities, prices and ordering information will be available to 
collectors within the next few weeks. 


UNITED STATES-Orders Being Taken for 1980 Uncirculated Coin Sets 
The U.S. Mint is now accepting orders for 1 980 uncirculated coin sets at $9 per set. 
Orders are limited to five sets per customer and will be mailed through December 3 1 , 
1980. 

The 1980 sets contain 13 coins in two polyethylene packets. One packet includes a 
dollar, half dollar, quarter dollar, dime and the five and one cent pieces struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint. All coins, with the exception of the one cent piece, bear a 'T" 
mint mark. The second packet contains the same six denominations, struck at the 
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Denver Mint bearing a "D" mint mark, and an Anthony dollar struck at the San 
Francisco Assay Office bearing an "S" mint mark. 

The Mint expects to accept orders through October 31, 1980; however, an earlier 
cut-off date will be announced if orders for the sets exceed production capability. All 
orders received after a cut-off date will be returned, and the Mint reserves the right 
not to accept an order either in whole or in part. Receipt of an order or remittance by 
the Mint does not constitute an acceptance of the order. 

Each order should be mailed to the Bureau of the Mint, 55 Mint Street, San 
Francisco, CA 94175, accompanied by a separate payment. A personal check, money 
order, or cashier's check is acceptable; please do not send cash. 

GSA Reports Final Sellout of Carson City Dollars 

The last of the government's Carson City silver dollars — 54,820 of them — were 
claimed by some 1 8,000 bidders in a sale that closed July 3 1, according to the General 
Services Administration. The final sale offered the historic coins in three mint-year 
categories: 1 880-CC (4,28 1 ), 1 88 1 -CC ( 1 8,975) and 1 885-CC (3 1,564). The minimum 
bid price was $180 per coin, with a limit of five coins per category per bidder. 

Roy Markon, commissioner of GSA's Federal Property Resources Service, said 
most of the bidders were requesting one or two coins from each of the three 
categories offered. In September participants were notified of their status in the sale, 
and refund checks were mailed to unsuccessful bidders. Shipment of coins is 
scheduled for the first week in October. 

Markon said proceeds from the sale will not be known until after the coins have 
been awarded to the highest bidders. "I fully expect gross revenues to exceed $10 
million," he said. 

GSA conducted five public sales between 1972 and 1974, selling about two million 
of the "cartwheels" and depositing some $55 million in Treasury coffers. Sales were 
suspended in 1974 because of high administrative costs and dwindling public re- 
sponse. 

In 1979 Congress amended the authorizing legislation, giving GSA the green light 
to develop a marketing plan that would ensure a sellout of the nearly one million 
remaining coins. A sixth sale in February 1980 transferred close to 923,000 of the 
coins to private ownership and approximately $5 1 million in gross receipts to the 
Treasury.

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Krause Releases 

Hard Times Tokens' Catalog 

A completely new, thorough exami- 
nation of Hard Times Tokens, the 
political and merchant cents of the An- 
drew Jackson era, is offered in the stan- 
dard catalog of these emergency money 
issues being released by Krause Publica- 
tions Inc., lola, Wis. Author Russ Rulau 
has revised and expanded the old stan- 
dard reference on this subject, Lyman H. 
Low's 1899 book also entitled Hard 
Times Tokens. The new catalog retains 
Low's numbering system, and assigns 
new numbers for the hundreds of addi- 
tional tokens included in the revision. 

Each token is priced in up to four de- 
grees of condition, ranging from Very 
Good to Extremely Fine for some pieces, 
and Fine to Uncirculated for others. The 
term "uncirculated" is taken to mean 
"brown Unc. " in this series, since bright 
red Unc. in 150-year-old coppers is not 
expected. 

Prices achieved in the 1980 John 
Work Garrett sale of Hard Times To- 
kens were unusually high because of 
emotions aroused by the breakup of the 
century-old Johns Hopkins University 
holdings. As a result it was decided to 
include the full Garrett Hard Times To- 
kens catalog with prices realized, bound 
within the new reference book, rather 
than have the Garrett sale prices affect 
overall catalog evaluations. 

The valuation of the tokens was 
under the guidance of R.B. White and H. 
Joseph Levine, who headed a team of 
dozens of professional dealers. Special 
background data were supplied by 
Byron Johnson, Q. David Bowers and a 
number of other contributors. 

Background on the Panic of 1837; de- 
scriptions of Jackson's personality and 



his relationship with his friends 
Thomas Hart Benton and Martin Van 
Buren, and his enemies Henry Clay, 
Daniel Webster, John C. Calhoun, 
Nicholas Biddle and the U.S. Bank; and 
information about the designs and en- 
gravers of the emergency copper cents 
are included in an introductory section. 
Copious notes on the merchant issuers 
of the store cards of the day are also 
published in the catalog. Some of this 
information is based on Low's original 
research in the 1880s and 1890s when 
the families of some merchants were 
still traceable, but many others are the 
fruits of the last 80 years of research by 
later scholars. 

The large-format, magazine size book 
has a full color cover and contains 68 
pages. Most catalog entries are illus- 
trated, and the extensive introductory 
text is also illustrated. It is available for 
$4.95 in many coin shops, or directly 
from the publisher, Krause Publications 
Inc., 700 East State St., lola, WI 54945.

JHS Medal Honors Israel's 32nd Anniversary 



The dream of Jacob on his epic journey from Beersheba to Haran is presented in the Judaic 
Heritage Society medal honoring Israel's 32nd anniversary of Independence. Society President 
Robert Weber has described the medal sculpted by Elizabeth Jones as "a work of unusual and 
baroque beauty." 

Struck in two-inch and 1 Vi -inch diameters, the medal presents the sleeping Jacob in the 
foreground surrounded by the ladder and the figures of his dream intertwined with the large 
numerals "32", commemorating the anniversary of renewed Jewish sovereignty over the land 
spoken of in Genesis. A small, rectangular study of the arms of Israel appears on the medal 
reverse next to the raised inscription from the Book of Genesis, . . and in thy seed shall all the 
families of the earth be blessed." 

The medal is offered by the Judaic Heritage Society in five limited editions; four in two-inch 
and one in 1 */4 -inch size. The two-inch medal in bronze is priced at $20 each and the edition is 
limited to 2,500 pieces; in .999 silver-plate bronze at $35, limited to 1,000 pieces,- in 24-karat 
gold plate at $50, limited to 700 pieces; and in solid .999 silver (2 Vi ounces) at $125, limited to 
400 only. The 1 Va -inch medal, struck in 24-karat gold ( 1 .2 ounces of .999 fine gold), is priced at 
$1,500 and limited to 50 pieces. 

The medals are available from the Judaic Heritage Society, P.O. Box 2022, New York, NY 
10017. Delivery time for orders is approximately 8 weeks.

Valentine Pasvolsky 
ANA 55571 

Widely known and highly respected 
'Wal" Pasvolsky, 81, died in the East 
Orange (NJ.) Veterans Administration 
Hospital on July 1 . While he had been in 
failing health for several years, his fam- 
ily believes that his devotion to and in- 
volvement in the hobby prolonged his 
life. 

Val was bom in Russia and emigrated 
to the United States at an early age. He 
served for 30 years in the U.S. Army. He 
collected American Indian artifacts and 
acquired a number of early coins and 
medals but did not become interested in 
numismatics until after he retired. His 
zeal for exhibiting his Indian relics and 
coin collection brought him to each of 
the 50 states, Canada and Mexico. He 
always attended his exhibit and talked 
about it with viewers. 


Many awards were presented to him 
for his exhibits and talks, including the 
ANA Medal of Merit in 1975, the 
Krause Publications Numismatic Am- 
bassador Award in 1974, and a testimo- 
nial dinner by the Garden State 
Numismatic Association in 1975. He 
was a member of the 1973 U.S. Assay 
Commission and valued the experience 
highly. The Utah Numismatic Society 
marked his exhibition there in 1975 
with a plaque denoting the completion 
of his 50-state circuit. 

Val was a municipal engineer, a past 
commander of two American veteran 
organizations, and a past Boy Scout 
scoutmaster. His wife, Ellen, preceded 
him in death in 1963. Survivors include 
two sons and a daughter in New Jersey, a 
daughter in Pennsylvania, twelve 
grandchildren and seven great- 
grandchildren. 


Kenneth W. Lee 
ANA 4038 

Lifelong Glendale, California resi- 
dent Kenneth Lee died in Hong Kong on 
July 3 at age 72. His sudden death cut 
short the observance of his 50th an- 
niversary in numismatics, celebration 
of his wife's and his golden wedding an- 
niversary, and their planned trip to the 
ANA Cincinnati convention where he 
had a bourse table reserved. 

Kenneth graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Southern California as an adver- 
tising major. He worked in advertising 
until the firm that employed him failed 
in the crash of 1929. After a couple of 
other short-lived ventures, he entered 
the coin and medal business with his 
father, Edward, in late 1930. He always 
said "coins are my business, fishing is 
my hobby." 

Ed. Lee was a leading collector and 
student of the fractional gold coins and 
tokens of California, and Kenneth con- 


tinued to add to the collection and 
knowledge of that specialized field. In 
1970 he published a revision of his 
father's 1932 listing of the small 
California gold pieces, and in 1979 a 
new and enlarged book, California 
Gold. These publications have been 
considered the authoritative works on 
the subject and are based on the Lee 
collection, probably the finest extant. 
He was a contributor to 3 1 editions of 
Yeoman's "Red Book." 

Kenneth had been a member of ANA 
since early 1932 andof ANS since 1944. 
He was one of the organizers of the 
California State Numismatic Associa- 
tion in 1947, a charter member of the 
Los Angeles Coin Club, and Honorary 
Member #4 of the Orange County Coin 
Club. 

In addition to his widow. Ruby, Ken- 
neth's survivors include a brother, Wil- 
bur; a sister, Dorothy; two sons, a 
daughter, ten grandchildren and four 
great-grandchildren. 
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Cale B. Jarvis

Canadian numismatic writer and 
publisher Cale B. Jarvis died at his home 
in Toronto over the weekend of July 
19-20 at the age of 69. His death was 
attributed to cancer. 

Following a career as an electrical en- 
gineer that lead to work with an oil 
company and extensive travel in South 
American and Arabian countries, Cale 
took up numismatics seriously. His 
service with the Canadian Army ex- 
tended from Canada's entry into World 
War 11 until 1950. He became a coin 
columnist for the Toronto Globe et) 
Mail in 1962 and his "About Coins" was 
published until the weekend of his 
death. He was named editor of Cana- 
dian Coin News when it was created in 
mid-1961 by Chester Krause. Cale 


purchased the publication soon thereaf-- 
ter and changed its name to Coin Stamp 
Antique Newsj he sold the publication 
in 1968. 

Jarvis was instrumental in establish- 
ing the numismatic tours of Israel in 
1965 and is credited by many with 
popularizing numismatics in Canada 
through his writings and travels. He 
held an active position with Charlton 
Numismatics for over a decade and was 
a member of the Royal Numismatic 
Society of London, the International 
Bank Note Society, and the Canadian 
and American Numismatic Associa- 
tions. 

Survivors include a brother, Thomas; 
twin sisters, other more distant rela- 
tives and countless friends throughout 
the world.

Renowned for its struggles with Rome, Carthage was founded in the 8th 
century B.C. by Phoenicians from Tyre. From the 6th through the 3rd 
centuries B.C. the Carthaginians dominated trade in the western Mediterra- 
nean, but it is noteworthy that they made no use of coined money until their 
great invasion of Sicily in the late 5th century B.C. In the mid 4th century, 
Carthage began issuing gold staters, which after 320 B.C. became progres- 
sively debased. This transformation to electrum becomes especially notice- 
able after 310 B.C. as the gold content was reduced to between 55 and 60%.

There is no pressure. A buyer obtaining a coin in a neighborhood store or at a coin 
show, may feel the pressure of the sale at that instant (in front of the watchful stare of the 
coin’s owner).
